ff A C T U A L L Y the United 


"^ States of America got 


its start right here," the inform- 
ally-dressed lecturer 
told the 


group clustered around him in 
the assembly room of Independ- 
ence Hall, Philadelphia. 


As he continued, his group 


listened intently and some be- 
gan to take notes. 
Without the 


words, this 
room—where the 


wave of a wand or any magic 
Declaration of Independence and 
the 
Constitution 
had 
been 


worked 
out 
and 
signed—had 


been transferred into a Long 
Beach State College classroom. 


Instructor Ross A. Sciarrotta, 


who believes his traveling class 
in U. S. history and government 
to be the only one of its kind in 
the nation, was telling the stu- 
dents about the Constitutional 
Convention and other important 
historical events which took place 
right where the stnudents were 
standing. 
After 
a 
10-minute 


lecture, the students were free 
to explore Independence Hall. 
Some went immediately to see 
the Liberty Bell and hear a 
guide tell about its history and 
significance. Others read the ex- 
hibit card on the chair used by

George Washington while pre- 
siding over the 
Constitutional 


Convention. After an hour ex- 
tracting information from Inde- 
pendence Hall, the Long Beach 
students moved on to the home 
of Betsy Ross and the grave of 
Ben Franklin, there to capture 
a more realistic picture of the 
part they played in history. The 
visit to these 
three American 


historical shrines was only the 
climax of an Independence Day 
week-end packed with on-the- 
spot historical learning situat- 
tions. 


THE GROUP spent Sunday 


morning at George Washington's 
Mt. Vernon home. Monday they 
inspected the Gettysburg battle- 
field and saw the crucial Civil 
War battle re-enacted on a giant 
relief map with colored lights 
portraying Union and Confeder- 
ate 
units. 
Another Monday 


classroom was Baltimore's Fort 
McHenry where the Star-Span- 
gled Banner inspired the \vriting 
of our national athem. 


Within 24 hours after their 


visit to the Philadelphia birth- 
place of the nation, the students 
were in New York studying a 
present-day experiment in con- 
federation—the United Nations. 
A meeting of the trusteeship 
Council, briefings, and a tour of 
the buildings made up full-day's 
study of the UN. 


This unique summer session 


course was originated by Sciar- 
rotta last year at Long Beach 
State as a U. S. History course. 
This summer it was expanded by

curricula to two courses—a 3-

unit field trip in U. S. history 
and a three-unit field trip in 
American political institutions. 


FIVE WEEKS of the six-week 


summer session were spent on 
the 8000-mile auto trip through 
22 states and Canada, while the 
other week included preparation 
and evaluation meetings on the 
State College campus. 


MOST OF THE GOVERN- 


MENT course was jammed into 
a week of study in Washington, 
D. C. Officials 
lectured 
and 


answered questions at the State 
Department, Supreme Court, In- 
terior Department, British Em- 
bassy, FBI, and Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare. 
The students also toured the 
White House, Library of Con- 
gress, and the Bureau of Print- 
ing 
and 
Engraving. 
They 


watched sessions of the House 
and Senate and a part of an Un- 
American Activities Committee 
hearing. 


They met and talked briefly 


with Secretary of the Interior 
Douglas McKay and Senate Ma- 
jority 
Leader 
William 
F. 


Knowland of California. 
They 


had longer discussions with Ce- 
cil King and Craig Hosmer, Con- 
gressmen from the Harbor area. 
Hosmer was instrumental in ar- 
ranging the Washington agenda 
for the class. 


The class also studied two 


types of local government. 
In 


Washington two 
officials 
ex- 


plained the District's cornmis- 


sion-type government, while in 
New York the Deputy Mayor 
told how the world's largest city 
functions under a mayor-council 
system. 


BEFORE LEAVING campus, 


Instructor Sciarrotta had urged 
his class to raise doubt, ask 
tough questions, and put officials 
on the spot during the sem- 
inars—and they did. 


For the most part the govern- 


ment officials replied directly 
and frankly. Discussions didn't 
always end when the students 
left the conference room. 
They 


often were continued over a 
piece of watermelon at a picnic 
lunch—or in the car while trav- 
eling. 


It was back to history again 


as the group reached the Bos- 
ton area for visits to Paul Re- 
vere's home, the Old North 
Church, and sites of the Boston 
Massacre and battles of Lexing- 
ton and Concord. An afternoon 
was spent at Harvard, oldest 
university in the nation. 
The 


homeward jaunt included sight- 
seeing from Niagra Falls to the 
Nevada 
gambling spots. 
The 


cost averaged about $500 for tui- 
tion, transportation, meals, ho- 
tels and miscellaneous expenses.

AMONG THE 14 STUDENTS 


are eight -teachers who expect 
to add vitality to their teaching 
as they return to heir classrooms 
this month. The teachers—whose 
classes range from kindergarten 
to junior high—all feel that the 
tour will enable them to add a 
personal experience touch needed 
to create intensive interest in 
the study of history, geography, 
and government. 


"Now I know I can give my 


children a new feeling of close- 
ness to 
their 
country," one 


teacher said following the trip. 


Throughout the trip the teach- 


ers collected accurate, detailed 
reference material and visual 
aids to use in the classroom. 
Each teacher was required to 
prepare 10 teaching units from 
information 
acquired 
on 
the 


tour. 
The six other students 


included three-undergraduates, 
two husbands of teachers, and 
one writer. They were required 
to submit a written evaluation 
of the course. 


Both teachers and non-teach- 


ers credited the tour with adding 
a new realism to American his- 
tory and with giving them an 
understanding 
of 
government 


which they could never get from 
text books.

large and formal, or mod- 


est and informal, whether its 
furnishings are ultra-modern or 
early American, there is a place 
in it for one or more good 
paintings — not just for the 
purpose of decorative accent, 
alone, but because paintings, like 
fine silverware and exquisite lin- 


e-as, 
are both a financial and 


cultural asset which add greatly 
to your personal enjoyment and 
social prestige. 


Good paintings by well known 


artists are a sound investment; 
and unlike other household fur- 
nishings, they don't wear out but 
usually increase rather than de- 
preciates in value with the pass- 
ing years. 


So says Stephen Silagy, one 


of America's foremost art deal- 
ers and a recognized authority 
of 
international r e p u t e on 


French modern, American con- 
temporary 
and 19th

masters. Silagy say that, all over 
America, more and mere people 
in all walks of life are awaken- 
ing to an ever-increasing per- 
sonal interest in original paint- 
ings by famous artists.

Ocean Blvd., where a few of the 
outstanding canvasses of his col- 
lection will be shown as a part 
of the "Masters of Modern Paint- 
ing" exhibit scheduled Sept. 19 
through Oct. 24. 


Samuel Heavenrich, municipal 


art director, recently disclosed 
that visitations to the local art 
center had jumped from ap- 
proximately 2,500 to more than 
7,000 per month during the short 
span of the past two years; and 
during the currently scheduled 
exhibit, which will feature a 
large collection from the Gug- 
genheim Museum in New York, 
he anticipates the 
attendance 


will top 10,000. 


Selection 
and placement of 


paintings, according to Silagy, 
does not necessarily have to fol- 
low any set decorative rules.

being "cut off" from household 
activities. 


The exterior of the 
house 


shows how beautifully a house 
may be designed for its site. The 
lot is completely irregular and 
sprawls over a corner shaded 
with lacy pepper trees. The 
house spreads itself over its 185- 
foot frontage, putting up the 
appearance of being more ele- 
gantly spacious than it actually 
is. The fact -that the garage 
has been integrated to the house 
in a way that there is no visible 
line of demarcation partly ac- 
counts for the aura of size. And 
the architect, who has the flare 
of a genius for roof lines, has 
given the Cook house a fluidity 
and 
sweeping 
rhythm 
that 


strikes a perfect equilibrium be- 
tween nature's plan and man's 
design. 


Even more interesting than 


the weepy old pepper trees on 
the property was the gnarled 
pine tree that bends away from 
the street with the same sort 
of wind-blown agony as a Mon- 
terey cypress. 


Obviously the tree was far too 


ornamental and unique to be sac- 
rificed. So Friend designed the 
house so that the entry is 
shaded by the tree's sheltering 
branches. 


THE ENTRY, as well as the 


den-alcove separated from it by 
a storage-partition is two steps 
higher than the living room that 
spreads out immediately beyond. 
Soft parchment shag carpeting 
with a very faint green overcast 
covers the room in indescribable 
elegance. 


Looking into the living room, 


one sees that the drama of the 
roof line plays a role of major 
importance as well as out. 


Every room but the bedrooms 


and baths have exposed, pitched 
ceilings. And every ceiling was 
composed in relation to the 
other, so that the downward 
thrust of the roof carries the 
eye rhythmically from area to 
area. In this sense, one moves 
in sequence, as ordered by the 
architect. 
And the house un- 


folds itself like a well-thought- 
out plot. 


From the highest point in the 


living room, the ceiling slopes 
down to the dining room situated 
to -the left. The single sweep 
of ceiling integrates the two, but 
a feeling of separateness was 
maintained by a change in .level. 
Like the entry, the dining room 
is elevated from the living room 
by two steps. 


All walls throughout the liv- 


ing and dining room are paneled 
in rich, waxed-walnut. The fur- 
nishings show an ingenious com- 
bination of provincial and Ori- 
ental, 
the 
former 
lending 


warmth while the latter imposes 
a definite and more formalized 
drama. 


Sliding doors of glass blend 


the terrace and the interior. An 
open fireplace of fieldstone has 
an extended hearth for extra 
seating by the fire. 


THE DINING ROOM archway 


is fitted with hidden tracks on 
which slide a bamboo woven 
screen. After company dinners, 
when it is desirable to separate 
the vista of the table from the 
living room, the screen effects 
an attractive and functional di- 
vider. 


The dining room was sized to 


the valuable vicuna rug brought 
from Peru several years ago by 
Mrs. Cook. This off-white rug 
is so thick that it was necessary 
to compensate for its deep pile 


by sinking it below floor-level. 


The kitchen, located beyond 


the dining room, achieves much 
of its good looks from its ex- 
posed beam ceilings. Whereas 
the highest point of the house's 
roof centers the living room with 
subsequent slopes to the east and 
west, the kitchen ceiling slopes 
off to the north and to the 
south, creating an interesting 
deviation in the roof pitch. The 
magnificence of the honey-col- 
ored beams magnifies such addi- 
tional features as an oven set 
into a wall of used brick and 
beautifully crafted birch cab- 
inets. 
The ceiling, with custo- 


mary purpose, slopes down into 
the little dining area where it 
ends on its lowest level. 
This 


lowered ceiling serves to enhance 
the feeling of" compatible cozi- 
ness of this charming room. 


THE DINETTE has had its 


charms further heightened with 
salem shutters, a diagonal used- 
brick fireplace, a charming pro- 
vincial dining set and an old 
spinning wheel. But the high 
spots of interest in here .are the 
two hand carved wood plaques 
that have been set into the brick 
fireplace facade. Long ago res- 
cued from an old European pas- 
senger ship, each of the plaques 
represent one of the smokers of 
the world. The smoking room 
of the old ship had 12 of the 
carvings originally. The Cooks 
are lucky enough to have two, 
which have been carefully re- 
stored to their original beauty. 
One shows the figure of a 
Dutchman, in native garb, smok- 
ing a typical clay pipe. The sec- 
ond is an Englishman with billed 
cap, knee-breeches and checked 
vest. The pair add a note of fel- 
lowship and humor to the room 
that no contemporary bit of art 
could hope to equal.

morning as the older 4-year- 
olds and the recent 5-year-olds 
report for their first day of 
school. She will know that the 
little youngsters will be just 
about the same as they were last 
year and the year before that. 
One will clutch desperately to 
mother's hand and peer furtively 
at her first classmates, and an- 
other will bolt through the room 
with all the proverbial aplomb 
of a bull in a shop which spe- 
cializes in crockery. 


One thing will be different this 


year, however, about the class 
of beginners. 
It will be the 


largest class in the history of 
the local school district. 
For 


the first time, more than 7,000 
boys and girls will enroll in kin- 
dergarten, according to predic- 
tions of Paul Borgfeld, local 
school statistician. Borgfeld, who 
has an outstanding record of ac- 
curacy in predictions for previ- 
ous years, says that there will 
be about 6,500 kindergarteners 
signed up at the end of the first 
school day and more than 7,000 
by the end of the first school 
month — when the last of the 
late-comers 
finally 
enrolls in 


school. 


Not all the increase in en- 


rollment, bay the way, will come 
in the kindergarten. The total 
increase, according to Borgfeld, 
will be 9.7 per cent for the ele- 
mentary and high schools com- 
bined. The increase in elemen- 
tary school grades will be 10.2 
per cent, in the junior high 
schools 10.7 per cent, and in the 
senior highs 5.9 per cent. The 
percentage increase will be high- 
est in the junior highs where 
the war baby boom is being felt 
for the first time. 


THE PERCENTAGE increase 


in enrollment locally will be 
about twice as high as the na- 
tional average of 5.6 in ele- 
mentary schools and 3 per cent 
in high schools, according to 
S. M. Brownell, U. S. Commis- 
sioner of Education. 


"Although 
our communities 


are building more schools than 
ever before in a single period of 
our nation's history, the rate of 
construction will have to be 
nearly tripled if we are to keep 
pace with the number of children

Plants That Thrive in Sea Wind 


By Karen Smith 


VEN WHEN you improve the 
soil in c o a s t a l regions so 


that there is no overaccumula- 
tion of salts, you may still find 
that your groundcovers appear 
dried out and wind-blown. 
The 


sea winds, gentle as they may be, 
have a way of blowing persist- 
ently, and they do not, as many 
p e o p l e seem to think, carry 
enough moisture to balance air 
movements' tendency to be dry- 
ing. 


Plan to grow those ground- 


covers known to thrive in ex- 
posed areas. 
Then complement 


them with shrubs which are also 
tolerant of wind and sun. 


Someone once said, "Good old 


juniper, you can always depend 
on it." Juniperus sabina tamarlx 
e n j o y s an open exposure and 
drying winds. Although a shrub, 
its habits are prostrate. In fact, 
it rarely grows over 18 inches 
high, yet it spreads out laterally 
to six feet or more. 
Pruning 


does not harm the soft-textured, 
gray-green f o l i a g e . You can 
grow it alone or use it with other 
junipers, prostrate, s e m i-pros- 
trate, or upright, for they are all 
tough, weather-resisting plants. 


FOR BORDERS, r o c k gar- 


dens, s l o p e s and the like, ivy 
geranium m a k e s a good a n d 
beautiful groundcover and is very 
well suited to invading winds 
which are drying because it is 
a native of South Africa. 
It 


needs only a mediocre amount 
of both food and water. 
Too 


much moisture during its winter 
resting period may bring on black 
rot. 


English ivy. H e d e r a helix, 


m a k e s a fine groundcover of 
glossy green leaves for either 
sunny or shady positions. 
It 


does not require the rich, moist 
soil that most ivies prefer. You 
can let this ground cover run 
right on up over a wire fence

GARDENING TIPS for the 


week. . . Newly seeded grass 
areas should be kept constantly 
damp. Heavy watering or flood- 
ing is to be discouraged as it 
may wash the seeds away or up- 
root the tiny seedlings. 
The 


ideal method would be to apply 
a very fine spray just enough to 
keep the sxirface damp. Until the 
tiny seedlings have established 
themselves, they simply cannot 
tolerate any drying or baking of 
the soil. 


This is a splendid time to sow 


winter flowering sweet pea seed. 
This strain will flow in the mid- 
dle of winter while the more 
common varieties will only make 
vegetable growth at this time. 
The soil should be prepared to 
a depth of 18 inrhrs if possible 
as sweet pens arc d<vp-rooting 
plants. They arc also heavy feed- 
ers and drinkers. 


Don't forget your fall vege- 


table garden. Varieties such as 
beet arid carrol may be utilized 
as border plants *s Shcir foliage 
is most a*tractive. You will find 
carrots excrrdingly sweet if eat- 
en before matured. Their fol- 
iage produ^-s a lacy effect.

The star jasmine is gaining in 


popularity as a ground cover for 
coastal areas for it never has a 
dormant brown period. 
It is 


b e a u t i f u l all year 'round, al- 
though a lack of sunshine in the 
winter may cause it to drop its 
leaves for a while. 


Star jasmine should be plant- 


ed as close as three feet on cen- 
ter, therefore it is rather expen- 
sive. Coverage takes about two 
years. If planted further apart, 
satisfactory coverage natur a l l y 
takes longer. 


F o l i a g e of this plant is so 


heavy that little if any wood 
shows. It is dainty foliage of a 
beautiful color, and the salver- 
shaped blossoms appear by the

fescue family. This plant re- 
quires very little care and fur- 
nishes a beautiful ground cover 
when planted underneath a blue 
Atlas cedar. It is at its best 
in the sun. This is propagated 
by plant divisions which should 
be spaced 
from 
six to eight 


inches apart depending on how 
quickly it is desired to cover the 
area. 
The plants benefit from 


being cut back from time to 
time. 


A rather interesting small- 


leaved ivy is Hahn's ivy which 
will produce much more refined 
appearance than other members 
of this family. This is also much 
slower 
growing than related 


types and, therefore, will be 
kept in bounds when planted be- 
tween steppingstones. The leaves 
are a beautiful mid-green and 
are at their best in shaded areas. 
In time, Hahn's ivy will provide 
a beautiful lush green carpet. 


Ponsies, begonias, lobelias and thick turf are used ef- 
fectively above as pleasing contrast to stepping stones.

Generally speak- 


ing low-growing subjects are es- 
sential, especially those requir- 
ing little care. An effort should 
be made to produce an inter- 
esting contrast between the tex- 
ture of the stones and the plants. 


Dichondra repens is one of the 


best subjects for steppingstone 
areas. 
The 
individual 
plants 


hug the ground, need mowing 
not more than two or three 
times a year and tolerate both 
sun and shade. 
Dichondra also 


crowds out weeds and in many 
instances will choke out Ber- 
muda grass. D. repens may be 
grown either from .seed or trans- 
plants. 


Ajuga 
rcptons 
loves 
both 


shade and moisture; will not 
thrive in a sunny spot. 
The 


leaves 
are quite shiny, deep 


green but relatively small. 


Lippia canescens. often known 


as L. repens, is an exceedingly 
fast-growing ground cover. 
It 


reacts favorably to mowing and 
has the desirable trait of being 
able to smother all weeds. It is 
a tough individual, thrives in 
the heat, enjoys a poor soil, 
tolerates lots of abuse. 


Helxine soloirolii or babyter.rs 


5s usually' sold in nursrry flats 


and then divided for planting. 
Helxine wants a moist, shady 
position and will tolerate cold 
down to about 15 degrees. The 
plants have a moss-like effect. 


There is a Chilean straw- 


berry, described botanically as 
Fragaria chiloensis, which makes 
a 
splendid ground cover for 


planting between steppingstones 
in sunny areas. It is a low, 
bushy type of plant, eventually 
forming a luxuriant mat of hand- 
some green leaves. 


Another 
interesting 
subject 


for planting between stepping- 
stones is Arenaria verna caespi- 
tosa. This is a moss-like plant 
that grows compact and dense. 
The bright green foliage con- 
trasts 
pleasantly 
during the 


summer months with tiny white 
flowers. 
Arenaria is a heavy 


drinker and unless properly sup- 
plied with moisture, simply will 
not succeed. From time to time 
it may be necessary to thin out 
the plants to prevent crowding 
in those areas where it grows 
quickly. This plant prefers par- 
tial shade but will also tolerate 
an open exposure.

Organize Your 
Workshop Storage 


THIS WORKSHOP was built into a small room at one end of 


a garage. Since space was at a premium, the owner had to have a 


place for everything, and everything in its place." Maybe you can 
adapt some of these storage ideas to your own shop. 


1. WORK BENCH. Novel but 
practical bench top is made of 
strips of plywood that are 
glued and bolted together; 
whole table is a magnificent 
nine feet long. Most-used tools 
fasten above bench—hangers 
can be set anywhere in per- 
forated panel. 
The shavings 


are swept into well at back, 
then into can at end. Wood 
vise at left will hold long 
boards on their edge, resting 
them on bench top. For this 
picture, sliding doors over the 
hanging panel have been re- 


moved. 


2. STORAGE WALL. Neat as 
a pin is this cabinet opposite 
the bench. It has space for 
finishing supplies (left), small 
hand tools (center), clamps 
and cleaning supplies (right). 
Doors keep dust out. The ex- 
pertly designed workshop you 
see here is based to a large 
extent on the owner's research 
in kitchen planning. The prin- 
cipal objective was to keep 
workshop equipment and sup- 
plies near the point of use, 
neatly stored, and carefully 
protected, all in a minimum 


space. 


3. CLEANING CENTER. A 
vacuum cleaner is 
valuable 


for any shop, and this one has 
space to store it. Vacuum can 
be operated 
during 
power 


sanding, for example, to catch 
the dust. Hard-to-store clamps 


are here, too. 


4. TOOL RACK. You can stand 
in front of this cabinet and 
see every small tool that's in 
it. 
Parti tioned, 
s l a n t i n g 


shelves place every tool at 
your fingertips.

Even prior to the Supreme 


Court decision, 24 state col- 
leges or universities admitted 
Negroes—usually as the result 
of Supreme Court action—on 
the graduate or professional 
level. 
Thirteen state and municipal 
colleges admitted Negroes on' 
the undergraduate level, as did 
46 private denominational col- 
leges. 


The only states which have not 
admitted Negroes to white col- 
leges on any level are South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. 


These states, with the excep-, 


tion of Florida, have the heavi-l 
est concentrations of Negro pop- 
ulation, ranging up to 71 per 
cent in some counties.

WASHINGTON (HE) — The 


Senate 'Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee Saturday published a 69- 
page summary of leading judicial 
decisions relating to the security 
of the United States. '

The analysis 
deals 
with 


treason, sedition, sabotage, 
espionage, trading .with the 
enemy, and security in govern- 
ment and industry. It traces 
various decisions and the federal 
laws inv.olved. 


The document was prepared 


by the Library of Congress at. 
the request of Sen. Guy M. Gil- 
lette (D-Ia.), a member of the 
committee's special subcommit- 
tee on security affairs. 


In s foreword, Gillette said 


the "legal safeguards which 
our country has established for 


' its own protection constitute 


one major contribution to 
solving this most complex di- 
lemma of free government; 
how in tune of crisis to bal- 
ance security with liberty to 
as to preserve both.". 
He said questions are often 


raised a b r o a d whether the 
United States, while determined 
to stamp out subversion, will re- 
main true ,to its' constitutional 
principles.

demonstrates," Gillette said, "the 
government under which we live 
reniains, as it has always" been, 
a government oJ law, not of 
men; and our constitution re- 
mains the fortress of our indi- 
vidual freedom.

On the Positive Side 


VETO OF THE MEASURE for pay increases for postal 


and classified federal employes has been the topic 


of much public argument during the past few weeks. 


This argument tends to obscure the fact that the 


recent Congress enacted and the President approved a 
-group of highly important benefits for federal employes. 
: 
These benefits deserve more public attention and ap- 


preciation than they have received. They represent sub- 
stantial progress for federal workers. They show that 
the administration does care about the welfare of these 
workers. 


* 
Philip Young, head of the Civil Service Commission, 


recently summarized some of the steps taken during the 
83rd Congress. These include: 


Establishment of a group life insurance plan provid- 


ing low-cost life insurance and thus greater economic 
security for the workers and their families. 


Extension of old age and survivors' insurance bene- 


fits under the Social Security Act to more than 100,000 
additional federal employes. 


Liberalization of survivorship and retirement bene- 


fits for 800,000 government workers already covered by 
Social Security. 


Granting, for the first time, of unemployment bene- 


.fits—without cost and on the same basis as it is avail- 
able for workers in private industry. 
; 
Removal of restrictions on permanent promotions 


and reinstatements of federal career employes. 


Liberalization of incentive awards programs, making 


them applicable to all employes. 


Repeal of arbitrary restrictions on the accumulation 


and use of annual leave. 


These and many others. 


Such accomplishments don't cancel the need for 


: postal and other federal employe pay increases, of 
"course. But they are nonetheless important in their DREW PEARSON 
own way to the security and happiness of employes. 


Increase of pay is only one objective of the Eisen- 


hower federal employe program. It has not been aban- 
doned—but was not attained this year for reasons that 
have been thoroughly discussed. The pay measure was 
rejected because the administration believed it to be un- 
sound in the long run—not because of any doubt as to 
need. New legislation will be proposed next year. 


Meanwhile, the public shouldn't get the idea that 


the only action taken by the administration regarding 
federal employes was a veto. Nothing has been taken 
away, and a great deal has been gained for them.

ANNOUNCEMENT BRINGS BACK 3IEMORIES 


The Dewey announcement brings back memories o£ the Re- 


publican National Convention in 1952 when the New York gov- 
ernor was the master strategist of the Eisenhower forces. 


In contrast to the disorganized and inept leaders of the Taft 
<amp, Dewey was always the cool, self-confident operator who 
knew what he wanted and how to get it. 
Every move he made infuriated the Midwest Republicans 


backing Taft. They even resented his appearance and his man- 
nerisms. 
Though Dewey was roundly abused day and night as being 


•'cocky and arrogant," lie took it all In §trlde. 
He was never off balance, even when castigated on the con- 


vention floor by Sen. Everett Dirksen as the man "who led us 
down the road to defeat."

Court ban on school segrega- 
tion, except in some Deep 
South areas, where "officials 
have made defiant statements 
and are openly seeking ways 
to circumvent the decision. . ." 
Even these mavericks prob- 


ably will fall into line with 
the rest of the nation, the re- 
port indicates, after the Su- 
preme Court issues decrees im- 
plementing its nonsegregation 
rulir.g. Here are some of the 
preliminary findings of Friends 
Service Committee: 


Major cities in border states 


are taking the lead in non- 
segregation this fall, notably 
Baltimore, Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Washington and Wil- 


mington. 
The attorney gen- 


eral of Missouri has announced 
that "provisions for separate 
(white and colored) schools 
are void." 


Six West Virginia counties, 


including the city of Charles- 
ton, are integrating white and 
colored students this fall. So 
is Fayetteville, Ark. Little 
Rock 
is "taking 
the 
first 


steps." 


School 
officials 
in Texas 


and Maryland have stated they 
will obey the law. Tennessee 
has a gradual plan of non- 
segregation, 
beginning with 


the first grade. 
Florida is 


seeking more time to cope 
with the problem. 
Virginia is 


"moderate." Kentucky, North 
Carolina and Alabama are de- 
scribed as remaining "non- 
committal." 
The University of Missouri 


has ended the exclusion of 
Negro students. 
So has the 


University of Oklahoma. The 
University of Texas has ad- 
mitted about 300 Negro grad- 
uate students. Maryland Uni- 
versity, which previously ad- 
mitted Negroes on a limited 
scale, has now removed all re- 
strictions. 


The Friends' report doesn't 


attempt a detailed analysis of 
every state, but provides a 
pretty fair 
cross-section of 


how both public and parochial 
schools are integrating stu- 
dents regardless of race. Nei- 
ther does the report touch on 
Quaker schools, which Insti- 
tuted a policy of nonsegrega- 
tion similar to Catholic schools 
long before the Supreme Court 
ruling. 


Regarding the C a t h o l i c 


schools since the 
Supreme 


Court decision, the Friends 
committee reports: 


"The diocese of Little Rock 


has announced a policy of in- 
tegration, affecting parochial 


schools in the entire state of 
Arkansas. In Virginia, schools 
in metropolitan areas are open 
to all. Catholic schools in 
Nashville have been ordered 
to 
admit students of both 


races, and one all-Negro school 
has been closed. The new in- 
tegration policy in San An- 
tonio 
affects 
all parochial 


schools in the central part of 
Texas, following earlier action 
in Dallas and Austin."

Invited by 
a photographer to have his 
picture taken with Gov. John 
Fine of Pennsylvania, Lausche 
obligingly agreed.

strategists in the United States 
then began making films about 
how peaceful the world had 
become and how much credit 
was due the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration for having ush- 
ered in a new epoch of tran- 
quillity. 


But the Communists haven't 


stopped fighting. 
They 
now 


have started another war—this 
one against Formosa. 


Again there is a disposition 


throughout the free world to 
minimize it as just a few raids 
in and around a few small is- 
lands. 


First of all, an American 


naval patrol plane is shot down 
on the high seas by Soviet 
fighter planes well 
off 
the 


coast of Siberia. Then there 
are reports of attacks on For- 
mosa by Communist 
planes. 


And now the dispatches tell 
how the Chinese Nationalist 
air force dumped rockets and 
bombs on the Communist-held 
Amoy Island and the near-by 
mainland coast. 


As many as 100 jet planes 


have been engaged at one time 
in the raids off the coast of 
China and the word is that the 
Soviet navy Is moving some of 
its ships and snbmarines into 
the area where

States Seventh Fleet Is also 


engaged in some maneuvering. 


On top of this, the security 


council of the United Nations 
is called into session to discuss 
the attack on the American 
patrol plane by the Soviet air 
force. Since Soviet Russia is 
supposed to be a "peace-lov- 
ing" member of the United 
Nations, there is expected to 
be some public debate about 
the aggressive tendencies of 
the Moscow government. 


Coincidentally, the President 


of the United States, vacation- 
ing at Denver, Colo., has sum- 
moned the National Security 
Council into session there to 
talk with the Secretary of 
State, John Foster Dulles, who 
has just returned from the

Asia held in Manila. The al- 
lies of the

signed there a moral commit- 
ment not merely to consult 
with one another but to do

than it has. 


All this does not mean a pic- 
ture of a peaceful world or of 
a state of mind on the part of 
the Communists which makes

word "peaceful" in the 


phrase "peaceful co-existence" 
any less a mask for belliger- 
ency than it has been.

These oil companies—anonymously—are paying S250 


a year per acre just ior the lease. That means around 
$45 for a 50-foot lot. There are almost 2.000 acres in- 
volved, which means lease money alone of close to $500.- 
000 a year. We do not know the companies involved. But 
two competing leasing agents are well known as having 
represented large major oil companies in other projects. 


It may be assumed these companies expect to drill 


for oil on, or under, these leases. They are prohibited 
from drilling from the land, within this acreage, because 
our city charter prohibits drilling south of th« Newport 
car tracks to the mean tide mark of 1927. In most of this 
area, however, the beach has been extended by dredg- 
ing. What was the tide mark in 1927 is dry beach now 
and, therefore, drilling could be permitted by a simple 
ordinance passed by the City Council. 


We do not fear this will be done by the present City 


Council. If there is no place to drill under these lands, 
from dry land, the only other possibility would be from 
islands in front of the beaches. Those islands would have 
to be within 2,000 feet of the beach to reach much over 
2,000 feet under the dry land. That 4,000 feet is about as 
far as a hole can be slant-drilled to the 5,000-foot level 
believed to be the oil structures under the east end of 
the city. 
*

* 


How close to the shore then are the people willing to 


have oil wells? How much chance are the owners of 
property, in that area, willing to take that serious subsi- 
dence will not damage their property? How much chance 
is Belmont Shore and Naples willing to take that it will 
not be inundated by high tides in the event of only a few 
feet of subsidence? The Edison plant, in the harbor, is 
already down 19 feet and there is not convincing data 
that it will not go another 10 or another 20 feet. 


These are controversial points. One gets many shades 


of opinion when talking to the experts. This writer has 
seen the Edison land sink 19 feet. During the early years 
of sinkage it was considered ridiculous by many experts, 
including our own" harbor people, that serious subsidence 
would occur. It is still hard to get oil engineers to say it 
is caused by extraction of oil. But this 19-foot sinkage 
has occurred during the 15 years of our great oil extrac- 
tion in the harbor area.

The object of this column is to urge our readers to 


watch for the report on subsidence. It is to urge the City 
Council ta set up an oil commission to give the proper 
attention to these problems. Above all, it is hoped the 
Council will pledge itself not to allow any drilling east of 
present wells until the people have voted such approval. 
That protection should be placed in our charter at the 
first election. It is unfortunate the present City Council 
did not so protect the people by having it on the No- 
vember 2 ballot. It is a situation loaded with potentially 
explosive material.—L.A.C.

President Clarence Rowland 
and was dated July 16 of this 
year, so Cobb presumably is 
having quite a time deciding 
what he wants to do. 


Thus began a new chapter of 


uncertainty in the history of a 
franchise which since 1909 has 
shuffled from Vernon to Venice 
back to Vernon, up to San 
Francisco for 12 years as the 
Missions and finally landed in 
Hollywood in 1938 as the Stars.

Good design is good 


business. Cash registers 
clang to the hum of the 
sewing machine, the snip 
of the scissors and the 
]ine of a new silhouette. 


But what gives a dress style, 


that 
indescribable 
quality? 


How, why, when do designers 
create their clothes for a sea- 
son? Let's take a peek behind 
the cloth curtain at a first rate 
California designer, her clothes 
ideas, her factory, the way she 
transforms a bolt, of cloth into 
a fall fashion. 


A feeling of success and ac- 


complishment fills the Los An- 
geles office of DeDe Johnson. 
Buyers in the showroom glance 
through next season's collec- 
tion, while on the other side of 
the wall, the production room 
whirls with the job of gowning 
women. But behind the maze 
of dress racks and the flurry 
of a growing business sits an 
attractive w o m a n designer, 
her finger on every facet of 
production, from creation to 
marketing. 


Volatile, effervescent, viva- 


cious. Miss Johnson doesn't fit 
the stereotyped idea of a de- 
siqn^r who occupies an ivory 
tower, meditating and drawing 
pretty sketches. 


"It 
isn't ail ElHmo'.r: it's 


hard work. But \ou never get 
1:rf'd of. improving yourself." 
she commented from her desk 
in the heige-toned offir- 


Shc wore her short silver 


white hair pulled back from 
her suntanned face and a loose 
work smock in a gray yellow, 
green and orange print. 
She 


bubbled over with talk about 
her work. 


"You get a great satisfaction 


from dressing women," DeDe 
continued. 
"Each 
season 
I 


think I'm going to do the best 
collection I've ever done." 


"Ideas come easy enough. I 


usually have enough for about 
six lines. I do a lot of my 
work at home." 


The first step for a designer, 


she explained, is to choose the 
clientele she wants to reach 
and then create clothes to fit 
the life they lead. 


"You become typed. Every- 


one has his own signature. 
Sometimes you think you are 
doing something entirely dif- 
ferent, and then a friend says 
she knew it was your dress the 
minute she saw it." 


Her husband, Harold Kron- 


thal, who was seated at a desk 
across from DoDc, added, "I 
think there are two kinds of 
designers. One kind makes the 
exotic, 
fad 
kind 
of things; 


that is the simple way of de- 
signing. The other m a k e s 
clothes like DeDe. To be able 
to keep your clothes simple 
and casual and yet make dif- 
ferent dresses three times a 
year is the hardest of all." 


Miss Johnson includes 50 en- 


sembles in each line (collec- 
t i o n ) for summer, fall and re- 
sort or travel. Each collection 
is not only balanced as to the 


number of dresses, suits and 
coats, but also covers the en- 
tire price range of her clothes. 


Before a season starts, fab- 


ric representatives from here 
and 
a b r o a d 
bring 
their 


swatches. DeDe and her hus- 
band, who was formerly in the 
textile business, look at all the 
lines together. They select and 
buy sample cuts. Sometimes a 
fabric suggests a new dress 
design, but more 
often she 


chooses the fabrics to fit her 
creations. 


"I make all the sketches for 


the dresses. Sometimes if the 
fabric has a novelty pattern, I 
fool 
around 
with 
it 
on 
a 


dummy to get the feel of how 
it looks and drapes, and then I 
show one of the drapers what 
I want done. 
I'll show you 


what I mean," the designer 
said, and we started on a tour 
of the factory. 


We 
paused 
at 
a cubicle 


where a draper, a young girl, 
worked on a gray cotton after- 
noon dress. On the wall hung 
a small sketch with work no- 
tations. 
(DeDe doesn't have 


time to do elaborate tinted 
sketches.) 


"Any good manufacturer of 


clothes drapes the 
material 


first. 
To drape well is some- 


thing you learn from actual 
experience. It's a lifelong job 
to get to know Ihe grain and 
feel of what a fabric will do," 
DeDe said. 


The draper pins together a 


muslin g a r m e n t and then 
makes one garment from the 
selected fabric, she explained.

We passed through the room 
of another draper (DeDe has 
three) to a larger area where 
the pattern man was busy. 


After the draper is finished 


the pattern man gets the dress 
and the muslin pieces. 
From 


these pieces and the block he 
cuts one hard pattern, Miss 
Johnson showed. 


"The block (a simplified pat- 


tern of heavy paper) gives the 
concave slope to the shoulder, 
the slope of the hipline and 
waist. 
I change the blocks 


every year." 


"The designing end has to be 


co-ordinated with the mechani- 
cal end; if not, something is 
lost in between," she said. 


"I also try on every dress 


design to get an idea of how it 
fits. 
I've changed a neckline 


because it didn't feel comfort- 
able or a dress because the ma- 
terial musses too easily." 


At this stage a few models 


of the dress are made to show 
buyers 
and 
at 
the 
trunk 


shows. 
If the fabric and de- 


sign are successful, Miss John- 
son buys a consignment of the 
material. 


Now the production of a 


dress begins. 
VVe entered a 


large room, passed the buzzing 
seamstresses 
to several long 


tables 
whore workers were 


cutting markers in all sizes 
from the hard pattern. Miss 
Johnson picked up the thin pa- 
per and pointed to the rows of 
dot?. 
"These enable the cut- 


ters to accurately line up the 
grain of the fabric." 


This process is followed with

DcDc said as we walked to a 
table where two men were 
stretching out lengths of a 
brilliant fabric.

Unless one has studied nu- 


trition and reducing diets it is 
most difficult to get an esti- 
mate of what one should do. 
Probably no other field lends 
itself to such fads. 
This is 


true because it is only human 
for a woman to hope for some 
simple idea which will allow 
her to lose those pounds with- 
out self-discipline, and there 
is always someone to take ad- 
vantage of her gullibility. 


A letter before me says, "I 


have started on a diet but 1 
am so hungry that I eat two 
or three bowls of cereal with 
skim milk in the afternoon. 
Will this make me fat?" 


Whether you lose weight or 


not depends on the number of 
calories you get 
each 
day 


through your food. As I have 
said 
before, you 
can 
lose 


weight and eat nothing but pie 
a la mode if you count calories 
but I would not want to guar- 
antee the state of your health 
or the way you would took aft- 
erwards. Some foods are more 
fattening than others because 
of 
their high-calorie 
count. 


However, this is not the way 
to approach a reducing diet. 


First be sure that you have 


the skeleton diet essential for 
health. 
There 
are 
certain 


foods the body must have in 
order 
to maintain itself in 


health. 
I have given you a 


I list of these foods many times 
! in this column. 


The main thing is to have 


these on the diet each day. 
After you fulfill that obliga- 
tion to yourself and to health, 
if you hoM your calories to 
1,200 or 1,400 a day, you will 
find that you have few left 
for the high-caloried, non-es- 
sential foods. 


To go back to the letter 


from which I quoted, cereals 
and breadstuffs and milk arf 
three essential foods but these 
should already have been taken 
care of 
on 
your 
reducing 


menus. 
Therefore, it is best 


to "fill up," if you feel too hoi- 
tow, by eating some fresh fruit, 
or drinking some skim milk 
or buttermilk or tomato or cit- 
rus fruit juice. Several bowls 
of cereal (sugar wasn't men- 
tioned but I will bet that you 
put some on), and milk, can 
zoom your calorie count quite 
a lot. 


Remember that your stom- 


ach has been stretched past its 
normal size if you have been 
eating much more than you 
needed, and that some hollow- 
ness is to be expected, but 
this will soon pass. The sane, 
modern reducing diet is satis- 
fying to health and you should 
not feel starved at all, except 
at the beginning, when com- 
pared to your past habit in 
eating.

Boys and girls, you of the "teen-age" group, consider this 


important point of behavior: "What then? If I do it, what 
happens next?" If you will practice this one thought over and 
over day after day when you plan some action, or are asked to 
go along with a group-planned action, you will save yourselves 
a lot of embarrassment, if not worse, 


as individuals. 
You live as individuals. No 


matter how big the group you 
must after all is said and done, 
separate arid become individ- 
uals again, each responsible for 
whatever 
action 
he 
shared, 


each to stand alone in the 
judgment of the situation. 


When, for example, a group 


of students rush into a bus, 
trample the passengers, behave 
in rowdy fashion, destroy prop- 
erty, there comes the time of 
retribution. 
Merged 
in 
the 


group each feel;; no responsi- 
bility, but when the group falls 
apart, as it must, it falls into 
units, one and one and one. 
"You," says the judge, "You" 
says the father and mother, 
"You." say the community. No 
longer the group, but "You." 


If when any group masses in 


a headlong rush, 
if when a 


group suggests that "we?" do 
what no individual alone would 
dare do, each sropped to ask 
himself, "and what then?"— 
very little of the trouble an 
unleashed group causes would 
• ever rise. 


Temptation comes to every- 


body. Young people feel un- 
der restraint and long for free- 
dom. Inexperienced 
in 
jife's 


ways, they are likely to make 
mistakes if they refuse to ac- 
cept guidance and authority. 
Their parents and teachers, 
knowing the consequences of 
wrong actions, or youthful nvs- 
takes, insist on the restraints 
and on compliance. Now and 
then a young person rebels 
and goes his mistaken way and 
gets into trouble. 


If before he cheated in the 


test, if before he went on the 
forbidden trip, he had taken a 
long breath and asked himself, 
"What then? What will corne 
of this?"—he would make few- 
er mistakes and save himself 
and other people a great deal 
of grief. 
"I didn't think it would be 


this way," sobbed a girl who 
had disobeyed her parents and 
gone on a ride with a group 
of 
school friends. "I 
didn't 


know—" We all know. We 
want to do what we want to 
do and the only safeguard we 
have is our intelligence. It asks 
that we stop and say, "What 
then? What will come of this?" 
If the answer is a safe as- 
surance, fine. If not, better 
stop when stopping is possi- 
ble.

Case M-312: Frank W., aged 


54, is a very successful busi- 
ness executive. 


"Dr. Crane, I need some ad- 


vice from you very badly," he 
informed me over the tele- 
phone recently. 
"Last month I had a heart 
attack and was unconscious 
for 48 hours. They took me 
to the hospital and put me 
under an oxygen tent. 
"My 
family 
didn't 
think 


I'd live. 
But I have pulled 


through in fine shape. 
How- 


ever, I fear I must watch my 
step henceforth. 
"So I am living under the 


Sword of Damocles. 
I am 


afraid to do anything. 


"Can you give some psycho- 


logical advice to us heart pa- 
tients for there must be thou- 
sands of us around the coun- 
try?" 
When a coronary obstruc- 


tion (embolism or thrombosis) 
stops the blood supply to a 
tiny area of the heart wall, 
the rhythm of the heart is 
upset severely. 


IE the plug occurs near the 


tip of the tanned out blood 
vessel, you may not lose cons- 
ciousness but simply gasp for 
air. You may feel as 
IE you 


are choking for lack of oxy- 
gen.If a bigger area of the heart 
wall is involved, you may be- 
come unconscious. IE you pull 
out ot it, the spot on your 
heart wall which has been de- 
prived of blood supply, will de- 
cenerate in about 10 days. 
The muscle fibers therein 


will die from lack of nourish- 
ment and resorb. Meanwhile, 
tiny hair-like fibers of scar 
tissue will invade the area 
in about 6 weeks they will

the pathologist slice a dead 
man's heart into thin sections, 
as he looked for evidences of 
heart attacks. 


And as many as 6 or 8 


scars were present, showing 
that the patient had survived 
many attacks at the tips of 
the fanned out coronary arter- 
ies. 


If you suddenly discover that 


you have diabetes or high 
blood pressure you may ac- 
tually live longer because of 
this finding. 


That is especially true if 


you

thereafter and live a temper- 
ate 
existence 
where 
your 


brain rules your/stomach and 
your emotions. 


So your ailment may actual-

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Handling Money Can Be 


Fun for the Family

H 


ANDLING MONEY can be easy, and it can be fun. 


It's .really a sort of game that your whole 
family can play; the only rule is that every 


member must participate. The goal is financial inde- 
pendence and a knowledge of how to handle money 
for everyone—father, mother and children. 


Maybe you think'this is taking a rather light 


view of money, which is one of the great sources 
of worry, fear and dissension in many homes. But 
my years on Wall Street and as "Woman's Dollar" 
consultant ('and, incidentally, as a mother and grand- 
mother) have taught me that the secret of getting 
the most mileage out of your dollars is to make 
money a family matter. 


First of all, have regular family "budget sessions" 


at which the financial facts are broughl oul and 
laid on the table. This doesn't necessarily mean that 
little Johnny and Mary should be told thai Daddy 
earns exactly $327 a month and* that $67 of that 
goes for the morlgage payment. There is no reason 
lo tell children all the financial details when they're 
too young to understand. 


But I think it should be impressed upon them that 


(he family purse isn't boltomless-that only so much 
is available, that some of that must be spent for 
. essentials and that, by mathematics, this leaves only 
so many dollars for other things. 


At these round-table sessions, each member of the

family should outline his or her needs and the whole 
family discuss how to achieve them. Let's say, some- 
time in October, Mary decides she needs a dress for 
the Christmas-holiday parlies. The family takes up 
the questions: How much will it cost? Where will the 
money come from? Is Mar)' willing to give up movies 
for a few weeks to help get it? 


This could well be the pattern for many family- 


goals. When the family wants a TV set or a new 
car, each member should conlribule to the fund. The 
result will be greater enjoyment and a pride of 
ownership when Ihe purchase is finally made. 


Saving for pleasant things, like cars or homes or 


even parly dresses, can be fun. And since we're on 
the subject of savings-l mean money in Ihe hank- 
it should be added that I don't believe in "rainy-day 
money": I think people should save for things they 
want, not just for emergencies. 


The idea of saving money should be instilled in 


your youngsters as early as possible. A good system 
is to make part of your family savings tangible. Try 
putting some money in a cookie jar or a piggy hank, 
so the children can watch it pile up. 


Then, too. if the children arc going to contribute 


to family "funds" you should encourage them lo 
earn a little extra money. Help them find occasional 
odd jobs. And help them to understand (hat life won't 
be handed to them on a silver platter. If your son 


or daughter wants to go to college, each has a re- 
sponsibility to make at least some contribution. 


Make sure that every member of the family has 


a little bit of money which is his or hers alone, 
which can be spent exactly as desired without ac- 
counting to anyone. That applies lo Mother and 
Falher as well as Sister and Brother. 


One final reason why 1 think money is a family 


affair: a woman never knows when she might be- 
come head of the family. Statistics show that, today, 
women live longer than their husbands. Just to be 
on the safe side, you should know as much about 
family financial planning as possible. You should 
know your family banker, lawyer, insurance ad- 
visor and investment consultant as well as you know 
your family doctor. 


If you follow these steps to making money fun, 


you'll have more money than you think. And this 
is money that can work for you. just as you worked 
for it. I'm referring, of course, to the personal satis- 
factions and financial progress that can result when 
you invest in American industry. The chance lo own 
shares in our great companies is no longer limited to 
Ihe wealthy: it is open to millions of us. 


If you invest wisely and prudently, not only do 


you contribute lo your family's financial resources: 
you also help assure continuation of America's role 
as the wealthiest counlry on earth.

Ohio brothers get an education via two plane trips a day 


RATTLESNAKE ISLAND, OHIO 


O 


F ALL THE millions of U. S. youngsters 
now returning to school, probably the 
only ones who go each day by airplane 


are (he Lasch brothers, whose father is care- 
takcr'of this 50-acre island in Lake Erie, 40 
miles northeast of Toledo. 


Ohio law says the taxpayers must furnish 


transportation for school-age youngsters or 
pay their board bills away from home. Since 
the Lasches are slightly out of reach of the 
usual yellow school buses, it has proved 
cheaper to fly them back and forth. 


Each morning they wait beside a home- 


made airstrip which they themselves helped 
build. Promptly at 8:15 a Ford trimotor 
bounces down, takes them aboard and hops 


them across three miles of water to South 
Bass Island. There, in historic Put-in-Bay 
village, they attend public school (12 grades, 
61 pupils). By 4:45 school is out and the 
brothers are ready to be flown home again. 


This unique shuttle service, which costs 


the township $5 a day, was begun last winter 
when Mr. Lasch moved his family out to 
Rattlesnake Island (which he tends for the 
Catholic diocese of Toledo). In summer 
there is a teeming boys' camp here. The rest 
of the year the family lives alone, cut off from 
the mainland except by air. 


Bad weather rarely grounds the boys; they 


missed just four days last year. And the 
island has one big scholastic virtue: there's 
not much to interfere with homework.

HK WOMAN FIDCETLD nervously as she sat 
before the psychiatrist. She was worried, de- 
pressed, couldn't sleep, couldn't eat. "I'm in a 
state of nervous exhaustion," she said. She 


explained that she was afraid her two daughters 
would get married and "desert" her. Her husband, 
placid and easy-going, was a good father, she said, 
but he did not understand her. 


Now, sitting in the psychiatrist's office, she stam- 


mered and finally confessed that she saw no way out, 
no solution, except suicide. 


' That scene actually took place two years ago. To- 


day the woman is happy, fulfilling her role as house- 
wife and mother. Her depression and other symptoms 
are gone. Perhaps the most startling aspect of her case 
is this: it look the psychiatrist just 12 hours (one hour 
a week for three months) to help the woman over- 
come her emotional suffering and return to happy, 
productive living. Over that period she told the psychi- 
atrist in detail why she was so unhappy. His guidance 
helped the woman understand her problem and ulti- 
mately conquer it. 


At no time was she confined to a mental hospital, 


nor did she pay the doctor a big fee. The woman was 
treated in an "outpatient psychiatric clinic"—while 
she lived at home and went about her daily business. 
Her emotional illness was relieved before it flared out 
of .control and caused serious injury to herself or her 
family. 


That case comes from the files of an outpatient 


clinic in Boston, but it could have happened in dozens 
of cities throughout the U. S. For a virtual army of 
Americans, 200,000 to 250,000, are helped to solve 
their emotional problems in outpatient clinics each 
year. The cost, either to patient or community, usually 
ranges from 50 cents to $5 per treatment. In the case 
of the Boston woman, it was $2. 


Outpatient clinics were begun in the U. S. around 


the turn of the century, on a very limited scale. Grad-

mental illness is conquered while the patient 


continues to work or live normally at home 
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ually they have increased in number. Now,- although 
still understaffed and underfinanced, clinics are among 
the most potent weapons in the nation's battle against 
mental illness. Today, 74 per cent of all mental hospi- 
tals are overcrowded with more than 704,000 mental 
patients. 


To ease this growing problem, public and private 


agencies have pushed for more outpatient clinics since 
the end of World War II. The National Institute of 
Mental Health (U. S. Public Health Service), recog- 
nizing that outpatient clinics can relieve untold human 
suffering and prevent hospilalization of some emo- 
tionally sick people, has helped set up 200 new clinics 
in the past six years. In addition, it has provided 
funds since 1948 to expand facilities of 200 clinics 
already operating. 


The husband and wife who are considering divorce, 


the teen-ager who cannot adjust to home or school 
conditions, the old person who feels lonely and de- 
jcclecl because 'his children have grown up and left 
home—all have been helped to overcome their own par- 
ticular problems in outpatient clinics. 


How do such clinics work? The Southern California 


Society for Mental Hygiene, Los Angeles, puts it this 
way: 
"Clinic treatment of the emotionally ill pro- 


vides a valuable preventive service-relieving serious 
tensions, halting possible breakdowns and subsequent 
expensive hospital care. It enables men and women to 
continue their employment and daily responsibilities 
while receiving help with their perspnal problems." 


In other words, the patient goes to the clinic once 


or twice a week for a half hour or an hour and receives 
an "emotional booster shot." The hope is to cure him— 
or at least to arrest his symptoms. 


At Mt. Sinai Hospital, New York City, one doctor 


described the clinic's function as providing a "willing 
ear" along with expert counseling to deal with all sorts 
of emotional conflicts. The "willing ear" approach, he 
said, has "carried" some patients as long as 15 years 
without need for hospitalization.

THE SOUTHARD CLINIC, part of Boston Psycho- 
pathic Hospital, said to be one of the nation's 
outstanding facilities, over 1.000 people are 


treated each year on an outpatient basis. They have 
the widest variety of problems. Some have relatively 
simple personality disturbances. Others border on the 
psychotic. As in clinics everywhere, patients are re- 
ferred by their family doctor, minister, school, rela- 
tives, business associates; or they are "self-referred." 


Treatment can consist of (1) private sessions with 


a psychiatrist; (2) group therapy; (3) shock therapy, 
in which the patient is given electric shock in an at- 
tempt to restore a state of well-being. Generally, treat- 
ment takes from two months to two years, depending 
on the severity of the illness when it is first seen by the 
doctor. 


A 28-year-old college graduate was treated at the 


Clinic for two years. When he first arrived, he was 
lonely and depressed. He was suffering from deep- 
seated guilt feelings because he had gone to college 
despite his parents' wish that he get a job and help 
them financially. 


In the two-year treatment period, he came to the 


Clinic once a week for hour-long meetings with the 
psychiatrist. Now, greatly improved, he is teaching in 
a high school. His job is in a slum area and he has even 
helped some of his "problem" students overcome their 
own emotional disturbances. 


Sometimes, a husband and wife are treated to- 


gether. A woman once showed up at the Clinic com- 
plaining that she felt she was worthless, that her life 
was a waste. She believed that women, somehow, were 
valueless. The doctor called in her husband and 
started .seeing them together. For 18 months, husband 
and wife were seen once a week. Finally she began to 
understand the positive aspects of femininity. For the 
past 15 months, that woman has not been back to the 
Clinic! She has been able to find a new worthwhile 
place in life. 


Electric-shock therapy at the Southard Clinic has 


also helped a good many outpatients. A recent Clinic 
report published in the New' England Journal of 
Medicine showed that 87 per cent of one group of 
outpatients benefited from shock therapy. 


A New Experiment 


A 


25-YEAR-OLD HOUSEWIFE who came to the Clinic 


complaining she was disturbed because "no- 
body liked me," was helped considerably by a 


series of five shock treatments over a two-year period. 


A middle-aged landscape architect has been kept 


free of depression and thus has avoided hospitalization 
through a scries of shock treatments taken on an out- 
patient basis over a period of six years. 


These encouraging results have led doctors at Bos- 


ton Psychopathic to embark on an important experi- 
ment. They are giving electric shock on a "preventive" 
basis. Just as diabetics take insulin at regular intervals 
whether or not they have symptoms of the disease, so 
some carefully selected mental cases at the Clinic get 
shock treatment at regular intervals whether or not 
they have shown symptoms. The aim is to prevent 
breakdown. So far, doctors pointed out, the preventive 
shock therapy is showing good results. 


Perhaps the most striking feature of outpatient 


treatment in Boston, and throughout the U. S., re- 
volves around the question of prevention. Outpatient 
care can keep people out of our overcrowded mental

hospitals before their illnesses become too serious. 


Testifying recently before a committee of Congress 


concerned with appropriations for the National Insti- 
tute of Mental Health, Dr. Leo H. Bartemeier, of 
Detroit, past president of the American Psychiatric 
Association, said: 


"If we train personnel and build up a network of 


early treatment centers in the community, as a 'de- 
fense in depth' for the chronic wards of the mental' 
hospitals, the patient population can gradually but 
surely be reduced." 


In one year alone, Boston Psychopathic's outpatient 


clinic kept 175 patients out of mental hospitals 
through clinic treatment. A five-year "pilot experience" 
at that hospital has convinced the staff that 35 per cent 
of current admissions to mental hospitals could suc- 
cessfully be treated in outpatient clinics and kept out 
of state hospitals altogether. Clinic treatment costs 
about one-fourth as much as hospital care. Thus, for 
those 175 outpatients alone, there was a saving of 
more than $100,000 for the'first year. 


The National Mental Health Committee in Wash- 


ington, D. C, points out that while outpatient services 
have expanded greatly in the pasi few years, there is a 
critical need for more facilities and personnel. In most 
clinics there is a waiting period of anywhere from two 
weeks to eight months. 


That is the story of outpatient mental clinics in the 


U. S. today. There are not enough of them, but those 
in operation (484 full-time, 670 part-time) provide 
one of the nation's first lines of defense against human 
misery. 


As one young psychiatrist at the Payne-Whitney 


Clinic in New York City said: "There aren't many 
statistics in this field telling how many people show 
improvement each year as a result of outpatient care. 
All I know is this: A lot of unhappy souls walk 
through those doors. But when we see them a few 
months later, they're smiling. They aren't thinking of 
suicide or divorce. They're new people."

LOWING LIKE A fresh mountain breeze 


through the tropical heat of South- 
cast Asia these days is the awareness 
that there is a new kind of Asian 


leader. He is Ramon Magsaysay, 47-year-old 
president of the Republic of the Philippines. 


Magsaysay (pronounced Mag-SIGH-sigh), 


a big, restless man with a ready smile and an 
equally quick temper, is the U.S.'s most-out- 
spoken friend in the Orient. After waging 
successful war on the communists in his own 
country, he is taking a leading part in the 
effort, to stem Communist conquest elsewhere . 
as host to the current SEATO conference. 
Even in the face of some strong opposition at 
home, Magsaysay has flatly rejected "neutral- 
ism" or the concept of "Asia for the Asiatics." 


Why? "Because of the enlightened nature 


of America's rule over the Philippines and 
because of the many contributions made by 
the United States to our progress and ad- 
vancement," Magsaysay told PARADE. 


"America's colonization of the Philip- 


pines was not harsh or oppressive," he said. 
"On the contrary, the United States trained 
our people in democratic government, built 
roads and schoolhouses in our country and 
tutored us in the ways of modern technology 
and medicine. What really crowned Amer- 
ica's record in this country was when she 
relinquished her sovereignty over the Philip- 
pines in 1946, redeeming a solemn pledge she 
had made to our people and redeeming also 
the blood that Filipinos had shed with Amer- 
icans in the defense of common ideals and 
values during the last war." 


Words—Plus Deeds 


C 


OMING FROM the leader of a people once 
subjected to Western imperialism, such 
words arc startling. They provide a ray 


of hope in these days when it frequently 
seems that Western nations can do no right 
in the Orient. 


Despite the unusual bluntness of his 


speech, words alone play very little part in 
the rapidly growing Magsaysay legend. In 
less than a year since he was elected, the 
president's amazing personal activities have 
astonished, delighted-and in some cases 
frightcncd-his followers and countrymen. 


It siarted last January 2, Magsaysay's first 


real working day in office. The new president 
arose at 5 a.m. and departed with a few 
sleepy aides and guards for a visit to Cavite, 
a city down the bay from Manila. Ever since, 
he has been on the go, trying to give Fili- 
pinos a taste of energtic, folksy, down-to- 
earth democratic government—a kind of gov-

crnment almost totally new to the Far East. 


Magsaysay has restlessly ranged his island 


country by car, yacht, airplane and even shoe 
leather. A former guerrilla leader, he is com- 
pletely undaunted by personal risks. Last 
spring he walked away laughing from the 
wreckage of a Philippines Airline plane 
which overshot the runway and sawed off. 
a tree with one wing while he was aboard. 


Pistol-Packing President 


T 


HE PRESIDENT'S fearlessness is frequently 
a headache to his aides. He seldom waits 
for them, to assemble a proper guard to 


accompany him, since he evidently consid- 
ers the sawed-off .32 he carries in his pocket 
protection enough. He keeps his shooting eye 
sharp by banging away at coconuts, light 
bulbs and empty beer bottles tossed over the 
side of the presidential yacht, Pagasa. 


A good deal of Magsaysay's activity has 


been stimulated by a brand-new office he 
established in the executive wing of Mala- 
canang, the Philippine "White House." This 
is the Presidential Complaints and Action 
Committee. Daily there are lines of humble 
people, some of them without shoes, waiting 


' on the palace veranda to register complaints 


in person. Those who cannot come are en- 
couraged to file a 10-word telegram free of 
charge. Three teletypes are constantly chat- 
tering with these messages. A typical one: 
"LAND, CARABAO STOLEN. JOSE -" 


On one occasion a tenant complained that 


his' landlord was unlawfully evicting him. 
President Magsaysay broke up an important 
conference, drove nearly 100 miles to a 
country town and personally took charge of 
the case. The landlord, who had contributed 
to Magsaysay's campaign fund,, was sen- 
tenced to two months in jail. 


Another time a provincial mayor came to 


see the president. When he found Magsaysay 
was not available, he filed the following com- 
plaint: "It is easier for a camel to go through 
the cyq of a needle than to see the president." 
Magsaysay responded by driving out to see 
the mayor. The president had to cool his 
heels for an hour while he waited for the 
mayor to return from a hunting trip. 


The complaint department is an outgrowth 


of Magsaysay's conviction that you can't lick 
communism with guns alone. Although Mag- 
saysay rose to fame when, as head of defense 
in 1950. he reorganized the armed forces to 
defeat the Communist Huks, he now wants 
to prove to Filipinos that his democratic gov- 
ernment cares about their welfare. He also 
has a land-resettlement program going strong. 


So the president's staff takes complaints 


seriously, trying to see that they are ironed 
out by the proper government agencies. 
"We're open 24 hours a day," said Manuel 
Manahan, commissioner of Complaints and 
Action. "One Sunday we closed up for an 
afternoon off, and somebody filed a com- 
plaint that they couldn't complain." 


But most Filipinos have repaid the presi- 


dent's seriousness in kind. Only 1 per cent 
of the complaints have been from cranks, 
according to Manahan. One man, for in- 
stance, said he was "heaven-sent" and sug- 
gested that Magsa, say abdicate in his favor. 
And a woman complained that she had found 
her husband in a hotel room with another 
woman. "Well, that was a complaint all 
right," said Manahan, "but the president 
couldn't do anything about it." 


Whatever the bulk of the voters think 


about it, the complaint program has led to 
criticism of Magsaysay by sophisticated ob- 
servers who contend he tries to do too much

personally, see too many people. It is esti- 
mated that he confers with 100 to 500 peo- 
ple a day. The president's day normally 
starts at 7 a.m. with some kind of an official 
breakfast. From then on he works for an 
average of 11 hours, according to a study 
his staff made for a one-month period. On 
week ends, he escapes tp his yacht with a 
brief case full of papers to sign. 


This killing pace probably accounts for 


the fact that most of the men around Mag- 
saysay are even younger than their chief. 
Press Secretary J. V. Cruz, 29-year-old "baby 
of Malacanang," said: "Working like we do 
would kill an older man-say 55 or 60."

It could kill a younger man, too, and 


that's the chief worry of Magsaysay's at- 
tractive wife, Luz, 39. Mrs. Magsaysay 
said her husband sometimes got only one 
hour's sleep a night during his campaign. 
Since he has been in office, however, she 
has prevailed upon him to get to bed be- 
fore midnight and take a nap after lunch. 


Because -of the pressure of affairs, the 


president has had to give up his favorite 
sport, horseback riding. He tried golf on 
the palace's private nine-hols course 
across the Pasig River from his living 
quarters. But one round was enough; now 
his clubs rest unused in a corner of his 
bedroom. Once in a while he goes fishing 
•although, as an aide said, "He gets awfully 
mad at the fish." 


This is understandable in a man so full 


of nervous energy that he seldom can sit 
still in a chair. At his official audiences, 
Magsaysay is constantly rocking back and 
forth, jiggling or jumping up and charging 
around the room' to shake hands. After 
he was elected, Magsaysay took up cig- 
arette smoking- in hopes of soothing his 
nerves. But he doesn't like it. 


No Second Violin for Him 


A 


IDE FROM athletics, the president's 
chief form of relaxation is listening 
to light classical music on a phono- 


graph he keeps in his bedroom. His taste 
for music dates to violin lessons in child- 
hood. Magsaysay's budding career as a 
violinist ended abruptly when he mixe'd 
pepper in his teacher's chewing tobacco. 


"I probably wouldn't be president today 


if that hadn't happened," he told PARADE. 
"I'd probably be playing violin in some 
orchestra—and not first violin, either." 


Like the boy in the classical American 


success story, Magsaysay started out poor, 
worked his way through college and 
climbed the ladder of business success 
from mechanic to manager of a bus com- 


pany before the war. Since then he has 
cither been fighting or in politics, using 
his humble background and preference 
for the simple life to great political effect. 


For example, he made a campaign issue 


out of the fact that former president 
Elpidio Quirino slept in a 5,000-peso 
(more than $1,500) bed on a dais. When 
Magsaysay took over the palace, he said, 
"I'd feel too much like a maharaja climb- 
ing into that," ordered it-moved to the 
palace museum and put in a 400-peso bed. 


Magsaysay also has earned a reputation 


for rigid honesty. Cement has been in 
short supply in the Philippines. A govern- 
ment official, in hopes of currying favor, 
released some of this scarce commodity 
to Magsaysay's brother. In reward, the 
president fired the official. 


Such a man as Magsaysay would seem 


a logical leader for free Asia. But he con- 
tends that the Philippines are not big 
enough to assume that role. (The islands 
have a population of about 20,000,000 
and an army of about 50,000.) Neverthe- 
less, Magsaysay is so in favor of collective 
action that he offered the Philippines as a 
meeting place for the SEATO conference. 


And he also offered some advice in his 


talk with PARADE which U.S. statesmen 
might well heed as they work toward bring- 
ing more Asian nations within the free 
world's orbit. Asked how the U.S. could 
win other Asian friends as staunch as the 
Philippines, Magsaysay replied: 


"By carrying on the enlightened policy 


she has shown in the case of the Philip- 
pines: that is, by supporting the legitimate 
rights of Asian subject peoples to self- 
determination; and by contributing in 
every way she might find feasible to help 
the peoples of Asia to fight and subdue 
the ills that have plagued them for cen- 
turies-poverty, disease, a submarginal 
standard of living and under-produc- 
tivity."

At Westminster, campus heroes are preachers, too

HIS morning, as on every Sunday 
morning in recent months, something 
is happening in (he Utah mountains 
around here. It starts when an un- 


familiar car'whines up the road to a small, 
sleepy village and stops at the church. 


Out step five or six college-age boys and 


girls. In the church they set to work. 


One puts on a preacher's robe and ar- 


ranges sermon notes on Ihe pulpit. Another 
walks to (he pump-organ and fiddles with the 
stops. A third picks up a hymnal and prac- 
tices a solo to .test the acoustics of the place. 
A fourth rounds up the Sunday School texls 


and pictures. A fifth dusts the pews. Finally, 
one or another tolls the steeple bell. 


Responding to that urgent call, the pa- 


rishioners—seldom more than a dozen or so. 
in these mountain towns — begin to gather. 
They find the young "preacher" smiling on 
the church steps, the frame building behind 
him throbbing with hymn music, everything 
just right tor the service. 


Utah's rural folk arc getting to know these 


youngsters well. They're students from Salt 
Lake City's Westminster College who vol- 
unteer to fill in for regular ministers or help 
out circuit-riding preachers who can't get 
around to every church each week.

Formed into Student Christian Association 


Deputation Teams, they have brought com- 
plete service staffs to 31 different congrega- 
tions in 25 towns during the past year. The 
churches have included Methodist, Baptist, 
Presbyterian, Episcopalian, Congregational 
and community nondenominational. Miners 
at Park City, farmers in Milford, even 
uranium prospectors of boomtown Marys- 
vale have come to listen and to pray. 


Many a mountain church would skip 


many a Sunday without the SCA Teams. 
"It makes me feel it's worthwhile coming 
here and trying to maintain this small con- 
gregation," says Mrs. Rita Redlings, of tiny 
Tremonton's Methodist-Community Church. 


Started only last year, Westminster's serv- 


ice teams have already become a legend in 
the high hills. "It never matters what church 
you belong to," claim the churchgoers. "A 


~ Team will come with the right service." 


There's logic in that. Westminster, founded 


in 1875 under the auspices of the First Pres- 
byterian Church and now interdenomina- 
tional, has a student body (hat is 20 per cent 
Mormon, 20 per cent Presbyterian and the 
rest spread through almost all the other 
Protestant sects. 


The SCA Teams were born with the bless- 


ing of Pres. J. Richard Palmer, a Methodist, 
and Prof. Joseph Uemura, a Methodist 
minister who teaches Religion and Philoso- 
phy. From a small group of pioneers they've 
grown to 57 members — a sizable chunk of 


, Westminster's 400-student enrollment. 


Far from being "grinds" or "missionaries" 


(only 14 of the 57 are readying for the min- 
istry), they include members of the varsity 
teams, campus beauties like Laura Morris 
(opposite page), student-government leaders. 


Under Prof. Uemura's guidance, they all 


learn to intone the Lord's Prayer, to preach 
an interesting sermon, to lead a congregation 
at hymns, even to appoint a local parishioner 
to take the collection. Under ordinary con- 
ditions, they rotate all the duties within each 
Team, usually made up of members of four 
or five sects. 


When requests come in from a needy 


church, the selected Team gets into a huddle 
to plan the service and apportion the xluties. 
The Team member of the corresponding re- 
ligion acts as guide to the others. 


Assigned to a church, often as far as 200 


miles away over winding mountain roads, 
they usually leave the campus on Saturday 
(taking an assigned faculty member as 


chaperon) and reach their goal by church 
time. If time allows, they often stop over en 
route to teach Bible classes or organize 
church sports activities and Fellowship 
groups. 


Serving in the Teams helps give them a far 


wider knowledge of each other's churches 
than they would ordinarily get in a lifetime. 
Once, Laura - an 18-year-old Presbyterian - 
fluffed the Methodist version of the Lord's 
Prayer. She started to say, "Forgive us oar 
debts . . ." (Presbyterian), caught herself in 
time to say "Forgive us our trespasses . . ." 


There's humble buX visible proof of the 


good they do. At Corinne (pop. 400), they 
increased the nondenominational congrega- 
tion from 6 to 15. "Over 100 per cent!'1 one 
student grins. "Yea, Team!"

Westminster's Teams are part of a campus religious revival 


Back of Westminster's preaching teams is 


a phenomenon in American life that spreads

Thirty years ago, during the Flapper and 


Lounge Lizard period of the '20s, collegians 
kept their religion - if any - pretty much to 
themselves. Even in church-sponsored 
schools, skipping chapel was considered the 
mark of the sophisticated campus leader. 
Ultrareligious students were "drips." 


Today, the Student Service Committee of

the National Lutheran Council reports its

Methodist Youth Caravans this summer 


had 200 college students in the field for six 
weeks each, preaching Christian fellow- 
ship. Eighty-nine interdenominational col- 
lege students, working as waiters, bus boys 
and life guards in national parks, dedicated 


their spare time to holding outdoor chapel 
services, Bible schools and talks for the tour- 
ists.

will be the largest, most popular and un- 
questionably most active group on campus 
this semester. Nearly every student will ac- 
tively participate during the school year, and 
plans are afoot to increase both the number 
of Teams and the activities they cover.

How Can We Teach 


By understanding their children's behavior, 


'SOCIETY,' as such, may be going the 
way of the dodo, but most Americans still 
have social problems. No longer worried 
over which fork to use at a formal dinner, 
they definitely are concerned with how to 
behave both socially and at work—for 
they know that easy acceptance by others 


is one key to getting ahead in life. In 
this field of modern etiquette, Amy Vander- 
bilt is an acknowledged authority. Starting 
today, as a special Sunday feature in 


PARADE, she brings her wide knowledge to 
bear on the social questions most people 
are most interested in. 


ESPECIALLY those of 


our difficult era, frighten their 
parents. But they frighten them- 


selves just as much — because, for all 
their bravado, they go through this 
familiar period of change with very 
apparent anxiety. 


When it comes to behavior, every 


teenager is sure he is a special case. 
And, in some ways, he is. 


The teenager is discovering what it 


really means to think, to feel, to suffer, 
to develop in dramatic ways physically. 
He suddenly finds that what people 
think of him is very important indeed. 
But because the changes he is going 
through are so embarrassingly appa- 
rent, he pretends a sophistication he 
does not really feel. 


That is a major reason why man- 


ners are so important at this period. 
Everything that seemed so clear before 
tends to lose perspective. The teenager 
is not sure. He wants desperately to be 
told what's expected of him—and why. 


He must not be teased or scolded 


about his natural processes of develop- 
ment; it helps to assure him that both 
parents passed just as painfully through 
the same period. He needs opportunity 
to acquire social grace through social 
activities. At home and away from 
home, social security comes through 
social practice. 


A little humor will help, too. Teen- 


agers like to hear occasionally of their 
parents' own adolescent faux pas. It 
makes them seem more human. Some 
time should be arranged each day, if 
possible, for relaxed, uncritical social 
contact between the teenager and his 
parents. 


Times of physical growth are times 


of emotional tension. Parents of teen- 


agers do well to remember that, at 
home, the adolescent needs to be under 
a minimum of pressure. He is no 
longer, normally, the bright and out- 
going child he was. He may be moody, 
contentious, excessively active or de- 
pressed in rapid succession. Expecting 
perfect manners from him at home, 
under all these conditions, may well 
drive him to less restrictive areas. 


Actually, the manners of a teen- 


ager's family toward him are more im- 
portant than his toward them. If family 
attitudes and behavior remain constant, 
if the home can survive the teenager's 
often difficult carryings-on, he will 
grow in time to be as acceptable, so- 
cially, as the surroundings that pro- 
duced him. 


Here is a checklist for parents on 


how to behave toward their teenagers: 
• Make requests quietly, as if sure 
they will be followed. 
• Give the teenager advance warning 
of what he is expected to- do. 
• Sandwich any criticism between 
two layers of praise. Praise, however 
slight, is balm to this anxious age. 
• Talk 10 the teenager-and think of 
him—as another interesting adult. 
• Avoid sarcasm in discussing his de- 
ficiencies. 
• Give him daily Tl.C (tender lov- 
ing care), even when he pretends he 
is too big for that sort of thing. 
• Provide good social models for him 
among friends and teachers; expose 
him to authoritative books on social 
conduct. Let him see for himself the 
things you have been telling him for 
years. 
• Don't be upset by his failure to 
accept his parents as the final authority 
on manners and mores. All teenagers 
reach this stage—and pass through it. 


He's Trying His Wings 


T 


HE TEENS are a period of trial 
separation between children and 
parents. The child is trying his 


wings as a future adult. Part of him is 
separate and apart from those who 
raised him, and this part, with healthy 
maturity, will grow. And yet he is 
financially and even physically and 
emotionally still dependent in many 
ways. He needs a minimum of rules 
-but, for his future welfare, he must 
abide by the important ones.

seem most important for him to under- 
stand: 
• He must treat his parents, his par- 
ents' guests, the domestic help (if any) 
and his brothers and sisters with the 
same courtesy that has always been ex- 
pected of him. 
• He must obey the "house rules" in 
getting up in the morning and getting 
home at night. 
• He must fulfill his financial obliga- 
tions.

• He must consider the feelings of 
others, especially those weaker or less 
privileged than himself.

be followed by curtailment of desired 
activities. But parents must realize that 
nagging and pitiful appeals to a teen- 
ager's better nature are usually bound 
for failure. Businesslike—almost objec- 
tive—discipline works much better and 
establishes a better relationship among 
all members of the family.

Still Going Strong 


Arizona Indian tribe dates back to 8000 B.C. 


TUCSON, ARIZ. 
I 


T ISN'T likely that Juan Norris ever 


brags about his pure American 
ancestry, but there are plenty of 
scientific facts to back him up. 


For example, it's. a fact that Juan's 
ancestors hunted mammoths in Ari- 
zona 10,000 years ago. 


Juan (see photo above right) is a 


Papago Indian who lives with his wife 
and child on the Papago Reservation, 
west of here. Studies made by Dr. Emil 
W. Haury, head of the University of 
ArizonaYdepartment of Anthropology, 
indicate that the Papago are "direct 
descendants" of the ancient Indians

who lived in Arizona during the last 
Ice Age. 


Discovery of prehistoric bones in 


this area—like the recent find of a 
20,000-year-old skull near Midland, 
Tex. — has set anthropologists digging 
with renewed interest in the sunbaked 
deserts of the Southwest. Currently, 
four major expeditions are at work. 
Their objective: to find out whether 
this area is really the cradle of the 
"original American." 


One important discovery was made 


near Naco, on the Mexican border 
southeast of here. There, two amateur 
anthropologists found the bones of a 
mammoth. With them were eight flint 
spearheads, indicating that the animal 


had been killed by prehistoric hunters. 


On such evidence, scientists like 


Dr. Haury have pieced together a pic- 
ture of the life and c.ustoms of the 
earliest Americans. 


Their No. I source is Ventana Cave, 


on the Papago Reservation, which has 
been called "the biggest garbage pile in 
North America." Ventana goes 'back 
approximately to 8000 B.C., the time 
of the "Hohokam" Indians. Remains 
give evidence of 10,000 years of con- 
tinuous civilization, the longest cul- 
tural history known in our country. 


But these ancients played hide-and- 


seek with destiny. From about 8000 
B.C., their history is uninterrupted un- 
til about 1400 A.D. Then, strangely, 
they disappear for two centuries. 


"Around 
1600 A.D.," says Dr. 


Haury, "we pick up these people again - 
as Pima and Papago Indians—accord- 
ing to records left by the Spanish con- 
querors. We infer they were descend- 
ants of the Hohokam." 


Time Marches On 


T 


HE HISTORY of these Indians is a 
fascinating chapter in the history 
of mankind. In 8000 B.C. they 


were nomads, hunting mammoths on 
the Ice Age glaciers. By 5000, tre- 
mendous climatic changes had taken 
place. The glaciers receded, the climate 
became warmer and drier, Ice Age ani- 
mals gradually disappeared. Hunting 
implements of this period are fewer. 
Spear tips are smaller: there were no 
more mammoths" to hunt down. 


With the warmer climate came in- 


• creased vegetation, and the Indians 
began to make extensive use of the 
natural products of the region. There 
was cultivation of a sort. This semi- 
agricultural period lasted up to about 
1000 B.C. By that time the Indian had 
learned how to build himself a pit 
house, partly underground — his first 
formalized type of dwelling. 


At the beginning of the Christian 


era, the introduction of maize (from 
Mexico and South America) brought a 
revolutionary change in the Indian's 
life. Now there was planting and har- 
vesting, plus the need for storing food. 
That led to the making of pottery. 


Production of food brought about 


the prehistoric Indian's most spectacu-

lar achievement: the canal systems of 
the Salt River and Gila River valleys. ' 
Built around 700 A.D., some of these 
canals were 60 feet wide, 8 feet deep, 
20 miles long. And the Indians dug. 
every foot of them with primitive stone 
hoes and sharpened sticks. 


Says Dr. Haury: "There are evi- 


dences that the Indians may have irri- 
gated 200,000 acres in the SaJl River 
valley (near Phoenix) alone, to raise 
maize, beans, squash and cotton. The 
canals were so efficiently constructed 
.that parts of them.were used by Mor- 
mon settlers in the 1870s." 


The Hohokam culture reached its 


peak about 1000 A.D., then began to 
disintegrate. Around 1400, the tribe 
vanished without a trace. When it re- 
appeared 200 years later as Pimas and 
Papagos, living in a sort of communal 
pattern in widely scattered villages, 
that pattern was to persist up to the 
Papago villages of today. 


Like their ancestors, these Indians 


are good farmers. Instead of stone hoes 
and sticks they are using tractors and 
modern machinery. 


"These descendants of our ancient 


citizens," say Dr. Haury, "are working 
out their own desiiny. And that is the 
way it should be."

ff « C T U A L L Y the United 


States of America got 


its start right here," the inform- 
ally-dressed 
lecturer told the 


group clustered around him in 
the assembly room of Independ- 
ence Hall, Philadelphia.

standing. 
After 
a 
10-minule 


lecture, the students were free 
to explore Independence Hall. 
Some went immediately to see 
the Liberty Bell and hear a 
guide tell about its history and 
significance. Others read the ex- 
hibit card on the chair used by

George Washington while pre- 
siding over the Constitutional 
Convention. After an hour ex- 
tracting information from Inde- 
pendence Hall, the Long Beach 
students moved on to the home 
of Betsy Ross and the grave of 
Ben Franklin, there to capture 
a more realistic picture of the 
part they played in history. The 
visit to these 
three American 


historical shrines was only the 
climax of an Independence Day 
week-end packed with on-the- 
spot historical learning situat- 
tions. 


THE GROUP spent Sunday 


morning at George Washington's 
Mt. Vernon home. Monday they 
inspected the Gettysburg battle- 
field and saw the crucial Civil 
War battle re-enacted on a giant 
relief map with colored lights 
portraying Union and Confeder- 
ate 
units. 
Another 
Monday 


classroom was Baltimore's Fort 
McHenry where the Star-Span- 
gled Banner inspired the writing 
of our national athcm. 


Within 24 hours after their 


visit to the Philadelphia birth- 
place of the nation, the students 
were in New York studying a 
present-day experiment in con- 
federation—the United Nations. 
A meeting of the trusteeship 
Council, briefings, and a tour of 
the buildings made up full-day's 
study of the UN. 


This unique summer session 


course was originated by Sciar- 
rotta last year at Long Beach 
State as a U. S. History course. 
This summer it was expanded by

unit field trip in U. S. history

FIVE WEEKS of the six-week 


summer session were spent on 
the 8000-mile auto trip through 
22 states and Canada, while the 
other week included preparation 
and evaluation meetings on the 
State College campus. 


MOST OF THE GOVERN- 


MENT course was jammed into 
a week of study in Washington, 
D. C. Officials lectured and 
answered questions at the State 
Department, Supreme Court, In- 
terior Department, British Em- 
bassy, FBI. and Department of' 
Health, Education, and Welfare. 
The students also toured the 
White House, Library of Con- 
gress, and the Bureau of Print- 
ing 
and 
Engraving. 
They 


watched sessions of the House 
and Senate and a part of an Un- 
American Activities Committee 
hearing. 


They met and talked briefly 


with Secretary of the Interior 
Douglas McKay and Senate Ma- 
jority 
Leader 
William 
F. 


Knowland of California. 
They 


had longer discussions with Ce- 
cil King and Craig Hosmer, Con- 
gressmen from the Harbor area. 
Hosmer was instrumental in ar- 
ranging the Washington agenda 
for the class. 


The class also studied two 


types of local government. 
In 


Washington two 
officials 
ex- 


plained the District's commis- 


sion-type government, while in 
New York the Deputy Mayor 
told how the world's largest city 
functions under a mayor-council 
system. 


BEFORE LEAVING campus, 


Instructor Sciarrotta had urged 
his class to raise doubt, ask 
tough questions, and put officials 
on the spot during the sem- 
inars—and they did. 


For the most part the govern- 


ment officials replied 
directly 


and frankly. Discussions didn't 
always end when the students 
left the conference room. They 
often were continued over a 
piece of watermelon a't a picnic 
lunch—or in the car while trav- 
eling. 


It was back to history again 


as the group reached the Bos- 
ton area for visits to Paul Rc- 
vere's home, the Old North 
Church, and sites of the Boston 
Massacre and battles of Lexing- 
ton and Concord. An afternoon 
was spent at Harvard, oldest 
university in the nation. 
The 


homeward jaunt included sight- 
seeing from Niagra Falls to the 
Nevada 
gambling spots. The 


cost averaged about $500 for tui- 
tion, transportation, meals, ho- 
tels and miscellaneous expenses.

AMONG THE 14 STUDENTS 


are eight teachers who expect 
to add vitality to their teaching 
as they return to heir classrooms 
this month. The teachers—whose 
classes range from kindergarten 
to junior high—all feel that the 
tour will enable them to add a 
personal experience touch needed 
to create intensive interest in 
the study of history, geography, 
and government. 


"Now I know I can give my 


children a new feeling of close- 
ness to 
their country," one 


teacher said following the trip. 


Throughout the trip the teach- 


ers collected accurate, detailed 
reference material and visual 
aids to use in the classroom. 
Each teacher was required to 
prepare 10 teaching units from 
information 
acquired on 
the 


tour. 
The six other students 


included three-undergraduates, 
two husbands of teachers, and 
one writer. They were required 
to submit a writtcti evaluation 
of the course. 


Both teachers and non-teach- 


ers credited the tour with adding 
a new realism to American his- 
tory and with giving them an 
understanding 
of 
government 


which they could never get from 
text books.

ens, are both a financial and 
cultural asset which add greatly 
to your personal enjoyment and 
social prestige.

Samuel Heavenrich, municipal 


art director, recently disclosed 
that visitations to the local art 
center had jumped from ap- 
proximately 2,500 to more than 
7,000 per month during the short 
span of the past two years; and 
during the currently scheduled 
exhibit, which will feature a 
large collection from the Gug- 
genheim Museum in New York, 
he anticipates the attendance 
will top 10,000.

The triumphs 
and tragedies of this never-end- 
ing struggle, and its role in hu- 
man affairs, provide the basic 
theme. 


THE SERIES is being filmed 


on real-life locations rather than 
on a movie soundstage. Real hos- 
pitals, clinics, doctors' 
offices 


and operating rooms are the sets. 
This because the Los Angeles 
County Medical Association has, 
for the first time, given its sanc- 
tion to an independent producer 
and cleared the way for the pro- 
duction company. 


Worthington 
Miner, 
whose 


name is magic for production 
genius, has taken over (he role 
of executive producer and will 
handle the top-level work while 
Frank LaTourctfe, for more than 
20 years a West Coast producer 
of radio and TV for both CBS 
and ABC, will handle the show 
itself. 


For more than a year Bernard 


Girard, previously with the Bing 
Crosby 
Enterprises, 
has 
been 


preparing to direct 
this new 


show. 


Moser, the writer, believes that 


"to get acquainted with a sub- 
ject, like an individual, you must 
know the background . . . " so 
about two out of every 13 scripts 
will deal with medical history. 
One is the medical care given 
to President Abraham Lincoln 
following his fatal shooting by 
John Wilkes Booth. Another will 
deal with Louis Pasteur. 


"If we are going to approach 


the world of medicine honestly, 
we have to show both life and 
death," stated Moser. "They just 
•can't all be happy endings. 


"We want the viewer to live 


with us as a doctor lives with 
his patients and face up to facts 
without kidding themselves."

back at his life. It was in 1949 
that he was assigned the job of 
bringing back "Dr. Kildare" and 
he wanted to treat it more clin- 
ically and documentarily than 
the movie moguls desired. He left 
and maintained his dream and in 
1950 made two transcriptions for 
NBC under the title of "The 
Doctor." 


In 1952 he appeared before 


the Medical Association and out- 
lined his ideas and told of his 
research thus far and of his idea 
of presenting medicine in a doc- 
umentary style on TV. It took 
seven months of meetings with 
the board before the sanction 
was given. 


Then he began the task of re- 


search and writing. Los Angeles

being "cut off" from household 
activities. 


The exterior of the 
house 


shows how beautifully a house 
may be designed for its site. The 
lot is completely irregular and 
sprawls over a corner shaded 
with lacy pepper trees. The 
house spreads itself over its 185- 
foot frontage, putting up the 
appearance of being more ele- 
gantly spacious than it actually 
is. The fact that the garage 
has been integrated to the house 
in a way that there is no visible 
line of demarcation partly ac- 
counts for the aura of size. And 
the architect, who has the flare 
of a genius for roof lines, has 
given the Cook house a fluidity 
and 
sweeping 
rhythm 
that 


strikes a perfect equilibrium be- 
tween nature's plan and man's 
design. 


Even more interesting than 


the weepy old pepper trees on 
the property was the gnarled 
pine tree that bends away from 
the street with the same sort 
of wind-blown agony as a Mon- 
terey cypress. 


Obviously the tree was far too 


ornamental and unique to be sac- 
rificed. 
So Friend designed the 


house so that the entry is 
shaded by the tree's sheltering 
branches. 


THE ENTRY, as well as the 


den-alcove separated from it by 
a storage-partition is two steps 
higher than the living room that 
spreads out immediately beyond. 
Soft parchment shag carpeting 
with a very faint green overcast 
covers the room in indescribable 
elegance. 


Looking into the living room, 


one sees that the drama of the 
roof line plays a role of major 
importance as well as out. 


Every room but the bedrooms 


and baths have exposed, pitched 
ceilings. And every ceiling was 
composed 
in relation to the 


other, so that the downward 
thrust of the roof carries the 
eye rhythmically from area to 
area. In this sense, one moves 
in sequence, as ordered by the 
architect. 
And the . house un- 


folds itself like a well-thought- 
out plot. 


From the highest point in the 


living room, the ceiling slopes 
down to the dining room situated 
to the left. 
The'single sweep 


of ceiling integrates the two, but 
a feeling of separateness was 
maintained by a change in level. 
Like the entry, the dining room 
is elevated from the living room 
by two steps. 


All walls throughout the liv- 


ing and dining room are paneled 
in rich, waxed walnut. The fur- 
nishings show an ingenious com- 
bination of provincial and Ori- 
ental, 
the 
former 
lending 


warmth while the latter imposes 
a definite and more formalized 
drama. 


Sliding doors of glass blend 


the terrace and the interior. An 
open fireplace of fieldstone has 
an extended hearth for extra 
seating by the fire. 


THE DINING ROOM archway 


is fitted with hidden tracks on 
which slide a bamboo woven 
screen. After company dinners, 
when it is desirable to separate 
the vista of the table from the 
living room, the screen effects 
an attractive and functional di- 
vider. 


The dining room was sized to 


the valuable vicuna rug brought 
from Peru-"several years ago by 
Mrs. Cook. 
This off-white rug 


is so thick that it was necessaty 
to compensate for its deep pile 


by sinking it-below floor-level. 


The kitchen, located beyond 


the dining room, achieves much 
of its good looks from its ex- 
posed beam ceilings. Whereas 
the highest point of the house's 
roof centers the living room with 
subsequent slopes to the east and 
west, the kitchen ceiling slopes 
off to the north and to the 
south, creating an interesting 
deviation in the roof pitch. The 
magnificence of the honey-col- 
ored beams magnifies such addi- 
tional features as an oven set 
into a wall of used brick and 
beautifully crafted birch cab- 
inets. The ceiling, with custo- 
mary purpose, slopes down into 
the little dining area where it 
ends on its lowest level. 
This* 


lowered ceiling serves to enhance 
the feeling of- compatible cozi- 
ness of this charming room. 


THE DINETTE has had its 


charms further heightened with 
salem shutters, a diagonal used- 
brick fireplace, a charming pro-' 
vincial dining set and an old 
spinning wheel. 
But the high 


spots of interest in here are the 
two hand carved wood plaques 
that have been set into the brick 
fireplace facade. Long ago res- 
cued from an old European pas- 
senger ship, each of the plaques 
represent one of the smokers of 
the world. The smoking room 
of the old ship had 12 of the 
carvings originally. The Cooks 
are lucky enough to have two, 
which have been carefully re- 
stored to their original beauty. 
One shows {he 
figure of a 


Dutchman, in native garb, smok- 
ing a typical clay pipe. The sec- 
ond is an Englishman with billed 
cap, knee-breeches and checked 
vest. The pair add a note of fel- 
lowship and humor to the room 
that no contemporary bit of art 
could hope to equal.

morning as the older 4-year- 
olds and the recent 5-year-olds 
report for .their first day of 
school. She will know that the 
little youngsters will be just 
about the same as they were last 
year and the year before that. 
One will clutch desperately to 
mother's hand and peer furtively 
at her first classmates, and an- 
other will bolt through the room 
with all the proverbial aplomb 
of a bull in a shop which spe- 
cializes in crockery. 


One thing will be different this 


year, however, about the class 
of beginners. 
It will be the 


largest class in the history of 
the local school district. 
For 


the first time, more than 7,000 
boys and girls will enroll in kin- 
dergarten, according to predic- 
tions of Paul Borgfeld, local 
school statistician. Borgfeld, who 
has an outstanding record of ac- 
curacy in predictions for previ- 
ous years, says that there will 
be about 6,500 
kindergarteners 


signed up at the end of the first 
school day and more than 7,000 
by the end of the first school 
month — when the last of the 
late-comers 
finally 
enrolls in 


school. 


Not all the increase in en- 


rollment, bay the way, will come 
in the kindergarten. The total 
increase, according to Borgfeld, 
will be 9.7 per cent for the ele- 
mentary and high schools com- 
bined. The increase in elemen- 
tary school grades will be 10.2 
per cent, in the junior high 
schools 10.7 per cent, and in the 
senior highs 5.9 per cent. The 
percentage increase will be high- 
est in the junior highs where 
the war baby boom is being felt 
for the first time. 


THE PERCENTAGE increase 


in enrollment locally will be 
about twice as high as the na- 
tional average of 5.6 in ele- 
mentary schools and 3 per cent 
in high schools, according to 
S. M. Browneli, U. S. Commis- 
sioner of Education.

ever before in a single period of 
our nation's history, the rate of 
construction will have to be 
nearly tripled if we are to keep 
pace with the number of children

Plants That Thrive in Sea Wind 


By Karen Smith 


WfVEN WHEN you improve the 
•^•^ soil in c o a s t a l regions so 
that there is no overaccurnula- 
tion of salts, you may still find 
that your groundcovers appear 
dried out and wind-blown. The 
sea winds, gentle as they may be, 
have a way of blowing persist- 
ently, and they do not, as many 
p e o p l e seem to think, carry 
enough moisture to balance air 
movements' tendency to be dry- 
ing. 


Plan to grow those ground- 


covers known to thrive in ex- 
posed areas. 
Then complement 


them with shrubs which are also 
tolerant of wind and sun. 


Someone once said, "Good old 


juniper, you can always depend 
on it." Juniperus sabina tamarix 
e n j o y s an open exposure and 
drying winds. Although a shrub, 
its habits are prostrate. In fact, 
it rarely grows over 18 inches 
high, yet it spreads out laterally 
to six feet or more. 
Pruning 


does not harm the soft-textured, 
gray-green f o l i a g e . You can 
grow it alone or use it with other 
junipers, prostrate, s e m i-pros- 
trate, or upright, for they are all 
tough, weather-resisting plants. 


FOR BORDERS, r o c k gar- 


dens, s l o p e s and the like, ivy 
geranium m a k e s a good a n d 
beautiful groundcover and is very 
well suited to invading winds 
which are drying because it is 
a native ot South Africa. 
It 


needs only a mediocre amount 
of both food and water. 
Too 


much moisture during its winter 
resting period may bring on blfrk 
rot. 


English ivy. H e d e r a helix, 


m a k e s a fine groundcover of 
glossy green leaves for either 
sunny or shady positions. 
It 


does not require the rich, moist 
soil that most ivies prefer. You 
can let this ground cover run 
right on up over a wire fence

GARDENING TIPS for the 


week. . . Newly seeded grass 
areas should be kept constantly 
damp. Heavy watering or flood- 
ing is to be discouraged as it 
may wash the seeds away or up- 
root the tiny seedlings. 
The 


ideal method would be to apply 
a very fine spray just enough to 
keep the surface damp. Until the 
tiny seedlings have established 
themselves, they simply cannot 
tolerate any drying or baking of 
the soil. 


This is a splendid time to sow 


winter flowering sweet pea seed. 
This strain will flow in the mid- 
dle of winter while the more 
common varieties will only make 
vegetable growth at this time. 
The soil should be prepared to 
a depth of 18 inches if possible 
as sweet peas are deep-rooting 
plants. They are also heavy feed- 
ers and drinkers. 


Don't forget your fall vege- 


table garden. Varieties such as 
beet and carrot may be utilized 
as border plants us their foliage- 
is most attractive. You will find 
carrots exceedingly sweet if eat- 
en before matured. 
Their fol- 


iage produces a lacy effect. All 
vegetables require regular wa- 
tering 
to 
sustain 
continuous 


growth. 


Prostrate juniper gives good ground cover and is 
tolerant of the drying action of ocean-born winds. 


to become an i m p e n e t r a b l e 
hedge. 


The star jasmine is gaining in 


popularity as a ground cover for 
coastal areas for it never has a 
dormant brown period. 
It is 


b e a u t i f u l all year 'round, al- 
though a lack of sunshine in the 
winter may cause it to drop its 
leaves for a while. 


Star jasmine should be plant- 


ed as close as three feet on cen- 
ter, therefore it is rather expen- 
sive. Coverage takes about two 
years. If planted further apart, 
satisfactory coverage natur a l l y 
takes longer. 


F o l i a g e of this plant is so 


heavy that little if any wood 
shows. II is dainty foliage of a 
beautiful color, and the salver- 
shaped blossoms appear by the

tBTEPPINGSTONES a p p e a r 


more attractive when the 


areas between them are prop- 
erly planted. 
Generally speak- 


ing low-growing subjects are es- 
sential, especially those requir- 
ing little care. An effort should 
be made to produce an inter- 
esting contrast between the tex- 
ture of the stones and the plants. 


Dichondra roppns is one of the 


best subjects for steppingstone 
areas. 
The 
individual plants 


hug the ground, need mowing 
not more than two or three 
times a year and tolerate both 
sun and shade. 
Dichondra also 


crowds out weeds and in many 
instances will choke out Ber- 
muda grass. D. rcpens may be 
grown either from seed or trans- 
plants. 


Ajugii 
reptmis 
loves 
both 


shade and moisture; will not 
thrive 
in a sunny spot. 
The 


leaves are 
quite shiny, deep 


green but relatively small. 


I,ippia canescens, often known 


as L. repens, is an exceedingly 
fast-growing ground cover. 
It 


reacts favorably to mowing and 
has the desirable trait of being 
able to smother all weeds. It is 
a tough individual, thrives in 
the heat, enjoys a poor soil, 
tolerates lots of abuse. 


Helxine soleirolii or babytears 


is usually sold in nursery flats 


and then divided for planting. 
Helxine wants a moist, shady 
position and will tolerate cold 
down to about 55 degrees. The 
plants have a moss-like effect. 


There is a Chilean straw- 


berry, described botanically as 
Fragaria chiloensis, which makes 
a splendid ground cover 
for 


planting between steppingstonei 
in. sunny areas. It is a low, 
bushy type of plant, eventually 
forming a luxuriant mat of hand- 
some green leaves. 


Another 
interesting 
subject 


for planting between stepping- 
stones is Arenaria verna caespi- 
tosa. This is a moss-like plant 
that grows compact and dense. 
The bright green foliage con- 
trasts 
pleasantly 
during 
the 


summer months with tiny white 
flowers. 
Arenaria is a heavy 


drinker ;md unless properly sup- 
plied with moisture, simply will 
not succeed. From time to time 
it may be necessary to thin out 
the plants to prevent crowding 
in those areas where it grows 
quickly. This plant prefers par- 
tial shade but \vill also tolerate 
an open exposure. 


KIA'E FKSCUK, described ho- 


(anically 
as 
Fcstuca 
ovina 


glanca, is a very distinctive little 
plant that usually grows from 
five to six inches tall. The leaves 
are exceedingly fine and hair- 
like, 
a 
characteristic of 
the

fescue family. This plant re- 
quires very little care and fur- 
nishes a beautiful ground cover 
when planted underneath a blue 
Atlas cedar. 
It is at its best 


in the sun. This is propagated 
by plant division;* which should 
be spaced from six to eight 
inches apart depending on how 
quickly it is desired to cover the 
area. 
The plants benefit from 


being cut back from time to 
time. 


A rather 
interesting small- 


leaved i%'y is Hahn's ivy which 
will produce much more refined 
appearance than other members 
of this family. This is also much 
slower 
growing 
than 
related 


types and, therefore, 
will be 


kept in bounds when planted be- 
tween stcppingstonos. The leaves 
are a beautiful mid-green and 
are at their best in shaded areas. 
In time. Halm's ivy will provide 
a beautiful lush green carpet.

T H O S E WHO DELIGHT in 


damning o u r universities f o r 
imagined attacks on our politi- 
cal and economic institutions will 
be dismayed by "Free Enterprise 
and University R e s e a r c h," a 
handsome new v o l u m e , paper 
bound, just issued by the Univer- 
sity of California. On the other 
hand, the many who recognize in 
the university a great construc- 
tive force will w e l c o m e this 
book, which is "a record of pub- 
lic service by business, industry, 
private associations, and founda- 
tions through support of the re- 
search activities of the Univer- 
sity of California." 


The dramatic biochemical de- 


tective work supported by the 
canning industry and performed 
by university scientists which led 
to the elimination of botulism, a 
fatal d i s e a s e that came from 
eating improperly p r e s e r v e d 
food, is described, as are the bril- 
liant research projects carried on 
under a §1,500,000 grant 
from 


the late A. P. Giannini of the 
Bank of America. Out of these 
researches developed better mar- 
keting practices and improved 
f a r m management. 
Research 


has begun in the economics of 
conservation, a very promising 
and unexplored field. 


How a brilliant university sci- 


entist working u n d e r a grant 
from the Rockefeller Foundation 
isolated the first virus in pure 
chemical form is excitingly told. 


There are also descriptions of 


the university's projects in tech- 
nology, and atomic energy, and 
the broadening of the u n d e r - 
standing of human behavior and 
development and in the increase 
of the s t o r e of fundamental 
knowledge. 


The book will c o n v i n c e the 


most skeptical of the university's 
great contributions, magnificent- 
ly supported bv private enter- 
prise, to a better life for all. It 
is available at the Long Beach 
Public Library.

HOW TO 


Organize Your 
Workshop Storage 


THIS WORKSHOP was built into a small room at one end of 


a garage. Since space was at a premium, the owner had to have a 
"place for everything, and everything in its place." Maybe you can 
adapt some of these storage ideas to your own shop. 


1. WOKK BENCH. Novel but 
practical bench top is made of 
strips of plywood that 
are 


glued and 
bolted together; 


whole table is a magnificent 
nine feet long. Most-used tools 
fasten above bench--hangers 
can be set anywhere in per- 
forated panel. 
The shavings 


are swept into well at back, 
then into can at end. Wood 
vise at 
left 
will hold long 


boards on their edge, resting 
them on bench top. For this 
picture, sliding doors over the 
hanging panel have been re- 


moved. 


2. STOHAGE WALL. Neat as 
a pin is this cabinet opposite 
the bench. 
It has space for 


finishing supplies (left), small 
hand tools (center), olamps 
and cleaning supplies (right). 
Doors keep dust out. The ex- 
pertly designed workshop you 
see here is based to a large 
extent on the owner's research 
in kitchen planning. The prin- 
cipal objective was to keep 
workshop equipment and sup- 
plies near the point of use, 
neatly stored, and carefully 
protected, all in a minimum 


space. 


3. CLEANING CENTER. A 
vacuum 
cleaner is valuable 


for any shop, and this one h:is 
space to store it. Vacuum can 
be operated 
during 
power 


sanding, for example, to catch 
the dust. Hard-to-store clamps 


are here, too. 


4. TOOL HACK. You can stand 
in front of this cabinet and 
see every small tool that's in 
it. Partitioned, s l a n t i n g 
shelves place every tool at 
your fingertips. The partitions 
are 
removable so they will 


accommodate wider tools. 


5. FINISHING SUl'LIES. Last 
of shop's specialized storage 
units is this one for wood- 
finishing materials. Cut-back 
shelves take a single row of 
cans--you can sec nil nt a 
glance. Brushes hang from 


clips on the door.
